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STRAIGHT FOR EDMUNDS 


VEKMONT AND MASSACHUSETTS 
SPEAK LOUDLY FOR HIM. 

THE DELEGATIONS AT LARGE FROM BOTH 
STATES UNANIMOUS AND CHOSEN WITH 
PRACTICALLY NO OPPOSITION. 

MONTPELIER, Vt., April 30.—John Gregory 
Smith, of St. Albans; Redfield Proctor, of Rut- 
land; Frederick Billings, of Woodstock, and 
Broughton D. Harris, of Brattleboro, were elect- 
ed by acclamation delegates at large to Chicago 
by the Republican State Convention here to-day, 
and were instructed tor Edmunds as long as his 
game may be before the convention. The con- 
vention was large, fully attended, and an excel- 
lent representation of the Republicans of Ver- 
mont. Ex-Congressman James M. Tyler, of 
Brattleboro, presided, and made a speech in 
which hesaid: ‘On issues of fair and free elec- 
tions and the protection of American labor, 
and with Edmunds and Lincoln as our leaders, 
we can march to certain victory’—a sentiment 
which was enthusiastically applauded. The elec- 
tion of delegates was then proceeded with, and 
the four eminent Vermonters named above were 
unanimously chosen. It is not certain that Mr. 
Billings’s health will permit him to go to Chi- 
cago, in which case the party will be represented 
by his alternate, Ex-Congressman Dudley C. 
Denison, of Royalton. 

All the delegates are enthusiastically for Ed- 
munds, and expect to vote for him from first to 
last. The resolutions reported by George G. 
Benedict, of Burlington, demand a free ballot 
and a fair count, reform in the civil service and 
security of tenure in office; favor the policy of 
protection, and demand a speedy reduction of 
taxation. They commend President Arthur's 
Administrat on as just, conservative, and free 
from reproach. ‘They present George F. Ed- 


munds as a candidate for the Presidency, as one 
whose aggressive integrity, large ability, sagac- 
ious eeennataD, and unblemished record fit 
him for the Chief Magistracy, and whose nomi- 
nation will be a sure promise and sign of 
success, and instruct the delegates to vote 
for Edmunds as long as his name is belore the 
convention, and to use ail honorable means to 
secure hisnomination. Gov. Proctor, one or the 
delegates, was called on and made a brief speech 
in eulogy of Senator Edmunds. Speeches were 
also made by ex-Congressman William W. Grout 
and others. The convention was entirely har- 
monious, and its choice of delegates is generally 
recognized as excellent. In the outside talk of 
members a great variety of opinion is found as 
to second choice for President, but it is signifi- 
cant that there is mo talk in favor of Blaine’s 
candidacy. Eight yearsago a majority of Ver- 
mont Republicans were Blaine men; to-day he 
can hardly muster a Corporal’s guard in the 
whole State. y y 

Boston, April 30.—The Republican State 
Convention here to-day accomplished the work 
expected of it, and accompuiished it very quietly. 
Four Edmunds delegates were chosen to the Na- 
tional Convention, but no instructivuns were 
given them, and the only declaration in the plat- 
iorm regarding candidates was that ‘*the Ke- 
publicans of Massachusetts demand as their can- 
didate for President a man of proved fidelity in 
public life whose relations to the party are such 
that all its memberscan heartily unite in his 
support.” 

e convention was called to order by young 
Mr. Lodge, the Chairman of the State Committee, 
who was mace temporary Chairman, and deliv- 
ered a short, crisp address, urging the Republican 
Party to meet the new issues which were arising, 
to make an intelligent reform in the tariif, and 
to stand by its professions in the matter of 
civil service reform. Mr. Lodge’s men- 
tion of Edmunds and Lincoln called forth 
enthusiastic applause. Ex-Gov. John D. 
Long, the permanent President of the 
convention, delivered a speech over an hour 
in length, elaborately setting forth the leading 
issues which divide the parties. He made a 
powerful arraignment of the Copiah murderers 
and the Danville rioters, and urged further legis- 
lation in the direction of civil service reform, 
and, while pointing out what protective policy 
had accomplished, advocated a readjustment of 
the tariff on an enlargement of the free list and 
the lifting of taxes on the necessaries of life. 

The selection of four delegates to Chicago was 
made whoily upon personal grounds, as all the 
candidates deciared themsel\ es strongly for Sen- 
ator Edmunds. The vote was:

The first four gentlemen were elected. A very 
strenuous effort was made to elect Mr. Stott, ex- 
Chairman of the State Committee, different tick- 
ets being circulated bearing his name with one 
of the other gentlemen left off. There was a 
strong feeling in favor of Gen. Walker, but 
many thought it necessary to- vote for the suc- 
cessiu) ticket in order to head off Mr. Stott. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported 
through ex-Congressman Crapo as follows: 

The Republicans of Massachusetts, in convention as- 
rembled, declare anew their adherence to the political 

rinciples heretofore proclaimed by them and which 

ve received the approval of the people of the United 
States in six successive Presidentia! eiections. 

l. We believe in the national supremacy of the Gov- 
ernment which has secured the preservation and unity 
of the Republic, developed its resources, stimulated its 
industries, augmented its wealth and popuiation, and 
placed it in the froot rank of nations. 

II.. We believe the Government to be clothed with 
permanent authority forthe regulation of all matters 
of national concern, with power to guard its own life 
and to protect its citizens in the exercise of their civil 
and polticai rights. We regard it as the first duty of 
the Government to secure to every voter in every State 
the right to cast his ballot freely and without fear, and 
to have the same honestly counted; and we de- 
nounce a!!l laws passed. as in the case of certain 
Southern States under Demucratic coutrol, with the in- 
tent to thwart the wili of a majority of the legal voters 
easamockery of free elections, violating the integrity 
of the ballot-box and striking at the foundation of the 
republican government. The enactment of such laws 
and the employment of favoritism and fraud in the con- 
duct of elections, whereby certaim States are ruled by 
minorities in deflance of the fundamental rights of the 
people, are a scandal to politics and deserve the signal 
condemnation of every honest and fair-minded man. 

Ill. We advocate tariff laws which, while furn'shin, 
necessary revenue, shall favor the labor and industria 
enterprise of the country and not assail them, while 
we insist upon areduction of customs duties because of 
the dangerous surplus in the Treasury receipts. At 
the same time, we deem it essential that this re- 
duction should be made with the least possible 
injury to the labor and manufacturing interests of 
the country, and we condemn the urbitrary percentage 
recuction proposed by the present Democratic House 
of Representziives, because it fails to reform any in- 
equalities of taxation, disregards the business wants of 
the country. and, if adopted, would cripple many in- 
dustries and, at the same time, would probably increase 
the revenue. We also recognize in the progressive 
ecbanges in industria! conditions the necessity for an in- 
vestigation of the tariff upon a scientific basis, to the 
end that it may be considered as to its real influence 
upon labor, capital, production, and revenue. 

IV. We believe that a sound currency, based on 
specie in conformity tothe monetary standard of the 
evorid, is of the greatest importance to the rmanence 
of business prosperity and to our industriai interest; 
that the continued coinage of silver upon the present 
ratio andthe issue of silver certificates are fraught 
with danger to our financial affairs, and we urge with 
earnestness that the compulsury coinage of silver dol- 
jars be suspended. We favor the restriction of the 
powerof Congress over the legal-tender money of the 
gountry by such amendments to the Constitution as 
evil: guarantee that the only full legal-tender money 
0 be coined or issued in time of peace shall be of gold 
end silver, possessing egual intrinsic value. 

¥. We rejoice at the improvements in the civil serv- 
ice whicn bave been accomplished through laws enacted 
by a Republican Congress and faithfully executed by a 
Republican President, in spite ot the persistent oppo- 
sition by the Democratic Party, and we insist that the 
practical administrative reforms already guined shall be 
continued and extended in the Nation and prom ptty 
eappliet by law both to the State and its cities, until the 

ighest efficiency, economy, and integrity shall huve 

secuyed to the public service. ; 

Vi. Werecord our sense of the eminent services of 
President Arthur, whose able, faithful, and dignified 
flischarge of the duties of the Executive office to which 
be was called under trying arcumstacces has secured 
to him the cordial esteem, not alone of his party, but of 
bis country. 

Vil. Having full confidence in the capacity and in- 
geerity of our representatives to the National Conven- 
sion, we feel assured that they wil! act cogetner for the 
peat interests of the country. The Kepublicans of Mas-

MAINE FOR BLAINE. 
RECOMMENDING THE PLUMED KNIGHT AND 
RENOMINATING GOV. ROBIE. 

Bancor, Me., April 30.—The State Re- 
publican Convention met here to-day and every- 
thing was unanimous for Blaine for President 
and Frederick Robie for Governor. There were 
1,134 delegates present from the 16 counties of the 
State. George C. Wing, of Auburn, Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, called the con- 
vention to order, and Orville D. Baker, of Au- 
gusta, was elected temporary and afterward 
permanent Chairman. The present Governor, 
Mr. Robie, was renominated by acclamation, 
Col. John 8. Case, Mayor of Rockland, 
and Weston F. Miller, of Portland, were nomi- 
nated as Presidential Electors. The Hon. J. R. 
Bodwell, of Hallowell; George C. Wing, of Au- 
burn; Joseph 8S. Wheelwright, of Bangor, and 
the Hon. J. 8. Drummond, of Portland, were 
chosen as delegates to the National Republican 
Convention. Of course all these delegates are 
for Blaine, although no instructions were given. 
Mr. Wheelwright’s second choice is at present 


Arthur, although he is ready for any reasonable 
contingency. The second choice of the other 
delegates is unknown. 

The ordinary formal resolutions were passed, 
civil service reform being mentioned in a very 
brief manner and Blaine recommended as the 
choice of Maine Republicans. The conspicuous 
plank in the platform is that in regard to tem- 
perance, which entirely ignores the proposed 
constitutional prohibitory amendment. One 
member of the Committee on Resolutions wished 
the party to indorse that amendment, but the 
opinions expressed by ex-Chief-Justice Appleton 
and other stanch Republicans in opposition to 
the amendment had evidently had its effect, and 
the committee therefore only expressed the fol- 
lowing general opinion, which was accepted: 

“We reaffirm our approval of the policy of prohibit- 
ing the dram shop, and we oo with every judi- 
cious movement looking to the amelioration of the 
evil of intemperance.” 

The only speeches of the day were those of 
the Chairman and Gov. Robie. The Chairman, 
in ome his positlon, defended the rights of 
citizenship in every part of the land, condemned 
the Democratic Party for causing an export of 
our gold, and for trying to take away protection 
from lumber and the other interests of Maine. 
He is a young lawyear of much abilitp, but he 
did not compare very favorably with Senator 
Frye and Fred N. Dow, who have been prom- 
inent in the State Conventions in the past. 
After complimenting Senators Sherman, Ed- 
munds, Logan, and President Arthur, and saying 
that the Republicans of Maine would support any 
nominee of the convention, he decla that the 
people of Maine looked further, and desired the 
nomination of the greatest statesman of the 
age, James G. Blaine. The most spontaneous ex- 
pression of enthusiasm was that given on the 
avpearance of ex-Gov. Chamberlain, whose pres- 
ence called forth a storm of applause. 


THE VOICE OF NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 
ONE-HALF THE DELEGATION IN FAVOR OF 
MR. EDMUNDS. 

ConxcorD, N. H., April 30.—The result of 
the Republican State Couvention in this city 
to-day was an apparent and doubtless an actual 
victory for ex-Senator Rollins, with whom Secre- 
tary Chandler is understood to bea silent part- 
ner, though there’s no absolute certainty thereof. 
The siate made up last night by Rollins and his 
fnends was elected to-day without any difficulty, 
although when the convention determined, as it 
did after some discussion, to adopt the plan of 
choosing one delegate at a time, instead of vot- 
ing for four on one ballot, it was thought by 
some that the slate would be proken, and possi- 
bly Rollins himself defeated. This manner of 
proceedure, however, although generally op- 
posed by machine managers, owed its adoption 
less to hostility to Rollins than to the desire of 


the supporters of one or two aspirants, whose 
names had been left off the regular slates, to 
secure a better opportunity to advance their 
interests than could be had were all to be elected 
together as was understood would be the case. 

Charles H. Sawyer, of Dover, and George H. 
Stowell, of Claremont, were elected without sub- 
stantial opposition on the first and second bal- 
lots. On the third ballot the Rollins men rushed 
their leader to the front, resorting in some cases 
to ballot-box suffing, which was exposed and de- 
nounced, but at all events they gave him so 
heavy a lead that he lacked only one vote of 
election, and on the next ballot was chosen by a 
vote of 275 in a tolal of 549, leading J. L. Peavey, 
his chief competitor, by 145. The lattér had been 

ut forward, not as an antagonist of Rollins, 

ut as a representative of the north-eastern sec- 
tion of the State, which had been left entirely 
unprovided for. Charles R. Corning, of this city, 
who represented the pure anti-RKollins senti- 
ment, got only 66 votes and was withdrawn im- 
mediately after the fourth baliot. The fifth bal- 
lot for the fourth deiegate, resulted in the elec- 
tion of Capt. Joseph B. Clark, of Manchester, by 
266 votes, against 179 for Peavey. 

Of the entire membership of the State and dis- 
trict delegations, eight in number, now chosen, 
with Rollins practicaily at the head, he alone 
has had any extensive political experience. No 
one of the others was indeed ever heard of in 
political circles outside the State, nor bas any 
one of them been prominent in State politics. 
They have nearly ali been put forward in his in- 
terest and supported and elected by his friends, 
and they are at least expected to follow his dic- 
tation. It is possible, but not probable, that 
some of them may disappoint him. At least four 
of them are ostensibly for Edmunds, one for 
Arthur, one for Gen, Sherman, and one is non- 
committal. Rollins is, of course, understood to 
be an Administration henchman, but he is first, 
last, and al] the time for Edward H. Roliims. He 
declares that he has not made up his mind whom 
to support for the nomination, but he will be 
found eventually forthe man whom he thinks 
likely to win. 

The resolutions congratulate the Republic- 
ans of other States upon the flattering prospects 
for another triumph of Republican principles: 
commend Mr. Arthur’s Administration; demand 
such exercise of power by the national Govern- 
ment as will insure the enjoyment of his consti- 
tutional rights to every citizen in the South; 
condemn the horizontal reduction of duties an 
maintain the doctrine of protection; favor a re- 
duction of the duties on the necessaries of lite 
and an increase of those vpon luxuries; u 
the eradication of polygamy and a reform in the 
civil service; demand a suspension of the coinage 
of silver dollars and approve the National Educa- 
tional bill passed by the Senate.

BLAINE TAKES WEST VIRGINIA. 
THE ARTHUR MEN BEATEN AND THE DELE- 
GATES INSTRUCTED, 

MARTINSEURG, West Va., April 30.—The 
question of whether the friends or opponents of 
James G. Blaine should control the selection of 
delegates at large to the Chicago Convention has 
been settled, after a prolonged and hard-fought 
battle, in which the man from Maine came out 
victorious at every point. The convention was 
one never paralleled in West Virginia in point of 
size, earnestness, and appearance, and every del- 
egate seemed thoroughly imbued with the idea 
that a crisis in the affairs of the Republican Par- 


ty in this State had arrived which, if properly 
appreciated and earnestly followed up, would 
result in a glorious victory. 

The convention was called to order at 1 P. M. 
by G. W. Atkinson, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, and, after the usual preliminaries had 
been put aside, the body got down to business 
by electing John W. Mason, of Taylor, perman- 
ent Chairman and B. 8. Allison, of Ohio, Sec- 
retary. The resolutions reported arraign the 
Democratic Party, State and national, for its 
shortcomings and incompetency to deal with 
public affairs; take very strong ground in favor 
of a tariff for protection; denounce the im- 
portation of foreign contract labor; com- 
mend the edministration of President Arthur, 
and instruct the celegates at large to vote 
for James G. Biaineso longas he may have a 
chance of securing thenomination. Against this 
latter proposition the anti-Blaine men madea 
strong fight, being supported by many Blaine 
men who oppoged instructions of any kind from 

rinciple, but the advocates of iron-clad instruc- 

ions finally carried their point by a vote of 229 
to 100 und the battle was won. The delegates 
at .cre2 are as follows: First District-—b. B. 
Dovener, of Ohio, Blaine; Second District—W. M. 
O, Dawson, ot Preston, Biaine; Third District— 
E. L. Butrick, of Knuwha, Blaine; Fourth Dis- 
trict--Warren Miller, of Jackson, Blaine. Two 
of the alternates are colored, 

In the event of Bilaine’s withdrawal from the 
fight it is impossible to tell how the delegation 
will vote, with, the exception of Mr. Dawson, 
who favors Sherman. Mr. Dovener, of Ohio, has 
no second choice, and says he can form no opin- 
ion until it shall appear that Blaine cannot win. 

The Blaine men carnmed the Second District 
Convention with a rush this morning, elect- 
ing two straight-out partisans of the Maine 
statesman with little o poe. The Adminis- 
tration men made a feeble effort to obtain con- 
trol by moving the continuance of the tempo- 
rary Officers in the permanent organization 
without the formality of a committee report, 
but this move was very promptly and emphatic- 
ally sat down upon, and Thomas H. P. 8 
of Marion, and C, ¥. Peters, of Ba 


duly put in charge as President and 
Secretary. re . For delegates to Chi- 
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cago, Arnold C. Se! of Grant County, and 
Lamar C. Howell, of Marion, were chosen, re- 
ceiving 109 and 96 votes, respectively, out of 159. 
No resolutions were adopted. There was a very 
large attendance of delegates.

THE VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS. 
A DELEGATION WHICH WILL CONTEST THE 
CLAIMS OF MAHONE’S MEN. 

RicHMonD, Va., April 30.—The straight- 
out Republican Convention here to-day was bhar- 
monious throughout, and its members were in 
good spirits. Ex-Congressman Dezendorf and 
Gen. Wickham, both long copspicuous by their 
determined fight against Mahone, received an 
ovation from the convention. Mr. Dezendorf, 
in calling the body to order, laid special stress 
upon the fact that 11 of the 12 Electors who were 
selected by the late Mahone Convention had 
never voted the Republican ticket, and were, 
before April 23, outspoken Democrats. He 
likened Mahone to John Kelly, of New-York, in 
his pernicious manner of working. E. O. Hines, 
of Fairfax, was made temporary Chairman. 
While the Committee on Credentials was delib- 
erating Gen. Wickham was called on for a 
speech. All the Mahones in the world, he said, 
would not be able to keep the straight-out del- 
egation from the Chicago Convention. 

J. B. Laws, known as the ablest speaker in 
Virginia, made a fierce onslanght on Mahone, 
who, he affirmed, bull-dozed the recent conven- 
tion. W. H. Lester, another colored orator, 
called Mahone’s platform a sugar-coated pill 
which the Republicans of the Commonwealth 


will not swallow. In referring to Mahone being 
a Democrat and Republican at the same time, he 
said that a scoundrel could not reconcile the two 
inconsistencies. In closing his speech, Lester said: 
“If Blaine is nominated, that little 90 pounds 
{meaning Mahone] will gather himself up and 
say, ‘Gentlemen, let us leave.’ ” 

Mr. Hines was retained in the permanent or- 
ganization. Several prominent members of the 
party came here with platforms in their pockets, 
and the paper adopted as follows is the result of 
a mixture of the different points of each: 

{. The Republicans in this convention represent the 
true Republican organization of this State as it has ex- 
isted since 1865, and been represented in every National 
Convention since that time. 

Il, Presenting as we doa political record unstained 
by the foul breath of repudiation, we confidently ex- 
pect that recognition to which by long and faithfui de- 
votion to its cause we are justly entitled. 

Ill. We believe that the plank in the National Re- 
publican platform which pledged full payment of every 
dollar of the national debt was a declaration which ap- 

lied to the States as well as to the Nation, to the 
Eouth as well as tothe North, and became the rule for 
our guidance; and we condemn the uction of Presi- 
dent Arthur in aang be udiation upon the State of 
Virginia, a measure which could not have been con- 
summated but for his active and persistent support. 

1V. This plank deprecates as useless any attempt to 
build up the party m the South by abandoning the 
fundsmenta! principles of the national party and buy- 
ing adherence with offices. 

That the act of Congress enacted for the reform 
of the civil service of the Government has our unqual- 
ified approvul, and should receive the earnest indorse- 
ment of the a in the National Convention assem- 
bled, and be faithfully executed in Virginia as well as in 
al] other sections of the country. 

VI. That we condemn sident Arthur for permit- 
ting regsiess violation of said act in every department 
of the civil service in Virginia, by which abuse of power 
large sums of money were drawn from the pockets of 
Federal employes, in the shape of political assess- 
ments, and used to corrupt the voters of the State, 
while Federal patronage has been held out as a rewar< 
for political services, and threats of removal have been 
used to overawe popular will. 

VII. That we are unalterably opposed to “ one man 
power” in politics, and condemn the Administration 
tor lending its aid to force the system on the people of 
Virginia which has been so emphatically rebuked in the 


North. 

VIII. That the right to a “free ballot and a fair 
count” is“ a right peosarvative of all righte” ina Re- 
publie where the voice of the people, as expressed at 
the polls, is supreme. 

1X. This favors the fostering of the free school sys- 
tem of the country and heartily approves the educa- 
tional bill recently passed by the United States Senate, 

X. That we favor a tariff that will afford protection 
to labor and the industrial interests of the country, and 
that will develop the great resources of this State. 

XI. That the abuses of the internal revenue system 
in the South have been such, in the establishment of a 
personal Government and the prostitution to factional 
uses of offices supported out of public contributions, 
that nothing remains but radical improvement or abol- 
ishment. 

Of the other resolutions, the principal ones con- 
demn any attempt to draw a color line; express 
gratification at the evidences of fraternization 
exhibited by those who wore the blue and the 
gray; leave the delegates to vote according to 
their convictions, and “to recognize the fact 
that the naming of a candidate should be prac- 
tically left to the States required to furnish Elec- 
torai votes;” tender sympathy wif é faniily of 
Garfield,and suggest the nomination of Blaine 
and Lincoln. 

While no instructions were given to the dele- 
gates elected to Chicago, it is well known that 
all of these favor Blaine and Lincoln above all 
other aspirants. Thisis not only clearly indi- 
cated by the platform, but in every vote taken 
to-day. Allofthese selected as delegates from 
the State at large have for months been strong 
advocates of Blaine and Lincoln. The mention 
of these names before the convention brought 
down the house on every occasion. The allusion 
of Mr. Blaine’s tender attachment to Gartield 
was received with the heartiest applause by all, 
and by none more so than the colored delegates. 
Every allusion to Lincoln called forth applause 
from that portion of the convention. 

The straight-out leaders here fee] confident that 
their delegation will be admitted by the Chicago 
Convention in preference to Mahone’s, whose 
Republicanism is but a week old. They do not 
believe that the national party can afford to 
adopt Mr. Mahone, with his record on the State 
debt and utter disregard of the civil service re- 
form law.

CUT AND DRIED FOR ARTHUR. 
THE KENTUCKY CONVENTION BEING RUN BY 
WALTER EVANS IN PERSON, 
LovISVILLE, Ky., April 30.—Delegates to 
the Republican State Convention have arrived in 
large numbers, and conferences to secure har- 
mony have been in progress all day. The har- 
mony will consist in rushing things through for 
Arthur and giving no show to the opposition.

Bradley, the stalwart, who seconded Grant’s 
nomination in 188) at Chicago. The ma- 
chine programme is to defeat Bradley 
for delegate, but he happens to be strong 
with many office-holders, and has almost 
enough instructed votes to elect him... He 
says to-night that there is no earthly 
chance to beat him. It looks as though Ar- 
thur’s Administration would be indorsed, but the 
delegates sent to Chicago are without instruc- 
tions. Walter Evans, Congressman Culbert- 
son, and Col. Bradley will be elected delegates, 
and the fourth is uncertain. Of these, Bradley 
is not enamored of Arthur especially, and can be 
counted as against him if he getsa chance.

“This convention cordially indorsesthe Administration 
of President Arthur, whose broad statesmanship and 
ood judgment in the details of administrative duty 
ve won for him the approval of the entire country. 

The platform is of the stereotyped sort, and 
avoids reference to the tariff question, though it 


demands protection of the Government on wool. 

The delegates to the National Convention will 
not be chosen until late to-night, possibly not 
until to-morrow morning. The sentiment of the 
convention is decidedly for Blaine, but itis not 
beheved that the delegates will be instructed for 
him, though a resolution may be offered declar- 
ing Biaine and Lincoln the choice of the Oregon 
Republicans for President and Vice-President. 
There will be a long contest for the positions of 
delegates to the National Convention, as at least 
20 men are anxious to go to Chicago. It is 
thought that Blaine wil! get four out of the six 
votes—possibly the entire delegation. While 
there is no open opposition to Arthur, he has no 
positive — and will probably not geeta 
single delegate. Edmunds is the second choice 
of the State. . 

After a spirited contest, lasting through seven 
ballots, Binger Herman, of Roseburg, Douglas 
County, was nominated for Congress. In _ his 
speech thanking the convention he referred to 

Sdmunds, Arthur, Logan, and Blaine. The first 
three went by in silence, but when Blaine was 
mentioned the convention broke out with tre- 
mendous applause. This indicates better than 
any other sign who is the favorite. 


COLORADO AGAINST ARTHUR. 
DenvER, April 30.—The State Convention 
to select delegates to Chicago will convene here 
to-morrow.

The Arthur men came to the 
convention intent on capturing it, but discov- 
ered early in the day that it was of no avail 
and united with the Blaine men to con- 
trol the organization of the convention. 
At every oint in the proceedings, how- 
ever, the cloven hoof of the small but 
active office-holders’ clique here in the interest 
of Arthur was sbown, and several times was sat 
down on in a thorougnly good-natured but very 
firm manner. Although the Sherman men only 
obtained one delegate, the feeling in his favor was 
very strong, and during the course of the 
speeches, whenever his name was mentioned, 
there was marked enthusiasm. The platform is 
very short and leaves the delegates wholly unin- 
structed. The delegates were given clearly to un- 
derstand, however, in other unmistakable ways,

WHERE IOWA IS LOOKING. 
THE CONVENTION ADOPTS A _ RESOLUTION 
IN FAVOR OF BLAINE. 


Des Mornes, Iowa, April 30.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention met at Foster’s Onpera- 
house at llo’clock. There was the usual rush 
at the doors, and several delegates who had 
not tickets of the proper color had dif. 
ficulty in gaining admission to the floor. 
Chairman Walden’s speech was warmly 
received.

Logan, was vociferously applauded. A _ resolu- 
tion declaring Blaine and Lincoln to be the pref- 
erence of Iowa Republicans was loudly, but not 
very enthusiastic ly, applauded. 

The Hon. John A. Kasson was made perma- 
nent Chairman. He lamented the decline of 
zeal for the armyand navy of the country. It 
used to be that no picnic was held without toast- 
ing the gallant army and navy of the United 
States; that spirit was disappearing before the 
Cobden Clubs and Iroquois Clubs and the foreign 
shipments. The Democrats were chattering of 
State rights while’ the cattle of the country 
were dy tog of pleuro-pneumonia.

THE CHANCES IN MARYLAND.

It looks to-night as though Hod- 
son, Gorsuch, Holton, and Wallace would be the 
delegates. The Blaine men can command the 
situation, unless they become split up over the 
question of delegates.

COALITION IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 30.—A very large 
number of delegates to the Republican State 
Convention and to the mass convention of the

very large. Col. L. W. ee, of Wayne 
County, will be permanent President of the 
Republican Convention.

FASCINATED BY BUTLER. 
THE MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATS RESOLVE 
THAT HE IS THEIR UNANIMOUS CHOICE. 
WoORCESTER, Mass., April 30.—There was 


‘great disappointment among the delegates to the 


Democratic State Convention to-day on the re- 
ceipt of a telegram saying that Gen. Butler 
could not come. This is the first convention 
before which he has beena candidate for oflice 
that he has missed attending since he took pos- 
session of the Democratic Party of Massachu- 
setts. The President of the convention, Edward 
Avery, of Braintree, who was elected to the po- 
sition at Springfield last September, took charge, 


at the close of the half-hour’s preliminary 
speech of Chairman Plympton, of the State Cen- 
tral Committee, and the convention immediately 
proceeded to vote for four delegates at large. 

The names of Gen. Butler and ex-Congress- 
man Josiah G. Abbott were on all the tickets, 
and they were chosen with practical unanimity. 
The other two delegates are M. J. McCafferty, of 
Worcester, who was appointed Judge of the 
Municipal Court of Boston by Gov. Butler last 
year, and the Hon. J. E. Delany, Mayor of Hol- 
yoke. The alternates are Albert Palmer, of Bos- 
ton; Reuben Noble, of Westfieid; Col. A. A. 
Haggett, of Lowell, and Alderman Thomas H. 
Deviin, of Boston. While the Committee 
on Ballots was out Nicholas Hathaway, 
of Fall River, one of the fiercest of the 
anti-Butler old liners a few years ago, introduced 
a resolution instructing the Committee on Reso- 
lutions to report a plank recommending Butler 
for President. Senator Martin, of Boston, moved 
to table the resolution, on the ground that the 
committee should not be instructed. Discussion 
at once sprung up, Tom Reilly, a Boston loun- 
ger, mounting the platform and insisting, with 
great vehemence, that Butler wasthe only man 
sure of carrying New-York State, and that Tam- 
eee, A Hall was solid for him. Finally the 
trouble was allayed by ex-Collector Simmons, of 
Boston, who introduced a substitute declaring it 
the sense of the convention that Butler was the 
unanimous choice of Massachusetts Democrats, 
but not instructing the committee. 

Then followed speeches from the platform by 
ex-Mayor Palmer, of Boston, ex-Collector Sim- 
mons, and others, all in eulogy of Butler. Mr. 
Simmons called Butler the Andrew Jackson of 
this generation; the bravest man ot his time; the 
peer in patriotism of Washington, Lincoln, and 
Andrew; a man who had fought monopolies for 
40 years; who opposes gutter-snipe pretenders of 
reforni, and who would select men for office as a 
sensible man would in his business, and not by 
means of a catechism framed by Republican pro- 
fessors and dudes. Theconvention fairly howled 
with delight. 

The platform, which includes a tariff plank 
copied from the manifesto of the New Tariff Re- 
form League of Massachusetts, was adopted 
without opposition, notwithstanding there is in 
the State a large and constantly growing class of 
Irish Democrats who favor protection and de- 
nounce free trade. It deprecates all tendencies 
to class distinctions or toward the creation of 
monopolies; advocates frequent elections and 
limited tenure of office; reaffirms the resolutions 
of the last National Democratic Convention; o 
poses the extravagance of Republican expendi- 
tures and denounces the accuntulation of surpius 
revenue from taxation of the people; demands 
recognition of the rights of ee poopie by 
Governments, both State and Federal; denounces 
Republican neglect of the fisheries industry and 
commercial navigation; denounces official abuses 
of patronage and the rotten condition of the 

ublic service, as demonstrated by the star route 

rauds, and demands reform; demands a reduc- 
tion of the tariff, that the burden of taxation 
should be removed from the necessities of life, 
and not from whisky and tobacco; tenders thanks 
to Gov. Butler for his able and fearless adminis- 
tration, and commends his energy and fearless- 
ness in public life. 

Just as the convention was about to dissolve, 
Mr. Riley, of Boston, moved that the delegates 
be instructed to vote on every ballot in the con- 
vention for Benjamin F. Butier, but the motion 
was tabled by a large majority.

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THE NEW-ORLEANS FRAUDS. 


ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE BALLOT-BOXES TO 
CONCEAL THEM, 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 30.—Itis now con. 
fessed that prior to the opening of the polls on 
election day instructions were communicated by 
the Democratic ring managers to the Com- 
missioners of Election as to the num- 
ber of Democratic, Republican, and Inde- 
pendent votes required to be be returned 
as well as the majority to be certified 
for the debt amendment, in which the State Bond 
Syndicate was financially concerned. This was 
the basis of the fraud by which 18,000 Republican 
votes in New-Orleans were counted as 4,000, and 


the city was given to the Democrats by 16,000 ma- 
jority. In many {instances, however, the work 
was done in so clumsy a manner that the 
cheating was self-evident in the disparity 
of the ballots in the boxes and the names on the 
poll-lists, and the failure in other cases to fold 
the Democratic tickets which had been substi- 
tuted in bulk for the abstracted Repubiican 
votes. Apprehending judicial investigation, an 
attempt was made last Saturday by a Deputy 
Sheriff of the ring party to forcibly enter 
the room where the ballot-boxes were de- 
posited by the Clerk of the court, with 
a view to taking away the contents of certain 
boxes. The Deputy Sheriff had succeeded in 
wrenching off a plank which was nailed across 
the rear door to  poerees it from being opened, 
when he was discovered by the police. Chase 
was given and the would-be burglar ran into the 
Criminal Court-room, where he disappeared from 
the view of the officers. His identity, however, 
was subsequently fully established. 

This morning Judge Roman, who has been for 
some days absent from the bench on account of 
illness, appeared in court. He sent for the 
Clerk of the Court and the District Attor- 
ney and inquired as to the attempted 
ro seg # of: the ballot-boxes. He hen 
sent for the Grand Jury and directed a 
thorough investigation of the affair, with in- 
structions to present to him indictments against 
all concerned in the transaction. The Judge ex- 
pressed a determination to enforce the full pen- 
aityfof the law upon the malefactors, and in this 
he is ably seconded by the Clerk and District At- 
torney, who were not candidates for re-election 
and could not be beneficiaries of the frau.

PROGRESSON SOME PROPOSED LEG- 
ISLATION. 

THE HARBOR-MASTER®’ BILL PASSED IN THE 
ASSEMBLY — THE WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
BILL SENT TO THIRD RBADING, 

Atpany, April 30.—The Harbor-masters’ 
bill was brought up by Col. Tremper in the As- 
sembly this morning, and with the aid of a large 
number of friends, Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans, was sent to the Committee of the Whole, 

The vote on this was 71 to 25. The provisions of 

the bill are so well known that debate was not in- 

sisted upon, and, by a vote of 71 to 23, it was 
ordered to a third reading. The bill hag 
passed the Senate, where it was intro- 
duced and championed by Senator Fas- 
sett, Chairman of the Committee on Com- 
merece and Navigation. The Senator's 
committee made an investigation of the claims 
of the Harbor-masters and established the fact 
that the work had been faithfully performed for 
which payment is now sought. The bill appro- 

priates $33,500 for services rendered since May 2% 

last, that being the amount which would have 

been paid the new Board of Harbor-masters, 
which was brought into existence by the last 

Democratic Legislature in its “overweening 

greed” for office. An allowance of $1,345 81 is 

made to the wife of the late Harbor-master, 


Michael W. Burns, whose duties gince his decease 
have been discharged by the other 10 Harbor- 
masters. The Controller is directed to pay these 


claims. 

The ill authorizing thee ion of the limits 
of the Grand Central Station has lagged on general 
orders for nearly amonth. Mr. Roosevelt moved 
tosend it to a third reading, but the railroad 
company seems to be considered fair prey by 
come of the members of the Legislature, and it 
was defeated. Mr. Burns, of Kings, led the 
line of objectors when, having failed in his first 
move, Mr. Roosevelt sought to have the bill con- 
sidered in Committee of the Whole. The object- 
ors demanéed the yeas and nays, and the motion 
was lost by 57 to 34, a two-thirds vote being nec- 
essary. 

Five Points Oliver rose to a question of privi- 
lege and denied the representation in Tue Times 
and other pewepepers that he was interested in 

assing the prohibitory amendment which was 

ilied yesterday. The types are responsible for 
this substitution of the name of Mr. Oliver for 
that of the Rev. Mr. Olin, of Broome. Mr. Olin 
is the prohibitionists’ friend. Mr. Oliver is the 
friend of the rum-dealers. 

Mr. Bailey, of Genesee, introduced a resolution 
calling for an adjournment sine die on Friday, 
May 9. It went over under the rules. Those 
members who are interested in the reform bills 
consider the resolution somewhat premature. 
They will oppose all efforts to adjourn until the 
safety of these bills is assured. 

Mr. Howe submitted the report of his special 
committee which has concluded an exhaustive 
investigation of the Utica Insane Asylum. In 
connection with the report Mr. Howe presented 
the following concurrent resolution. relative to 
the future management of these institutions: 

Resolved, if the Senate concur, That the Attorney- 
General, the Controller. and the President of the State 
Boerd of Charities be and they are hereby requested to 
meet together and devise a plan for the reorghnization 
of the business and financial management of all the 
State charitabie institutions, so that the funds of such 
institutions may be administered by the Controller of 
the State, and so that the purchases of provisions and 
other supplies for the use of such institutions may be 
made by some central authority or purchasing agency. 

That said officials are hereby requested and empow- 
ered to make such other or er inqui to the pres- 
ent system or management of such institutions as they 
may deem expedient in order to enable them to carry 
out the foregoing suggestions, and to enable them to 
make any further recommendations for the improve- 
ment of the business management and contro] of the 
State charities. 

To that end the said officials are further requested 
to report their recommendations and conclusions tq 
the next Legislature within 10 days after the mowing 
thereof, and ifany changes in the existing law be ad- 
vised they shal! report the some by bill. 

The discussion of the Woman Suffage bill occu- 
pied the last half-hour of the morning and 
the whole of the afternoon session. In vain 
the petulent House, of New-York, protest- 
ed against dewomanizing woman, while Van 
Allen, of New-York, and Westfall, of Washing- 
ton, turned the hose upon the proposition to 
give woman the right of voting. Gen. Husted 
dragged them at his chariot-wheels, for the As- 
sembly, by 74 to 37, voted to send the bill to its 
third reading. Major Haggerty assisted in hu- 
miliating thé two New-York bachelors and their 
ally from the rura) districts by delivering 
one of his old-fashioned flint-fire speeches. Gen. 
Curtis thought to get the bill back into the Ju- 
diciary Committee for the purpose of having a 
constitutional amendment substituted, but the 
House sustained the view of the * Bald Eagle,” 
that this was downright murder, and the bill was 
pushed along. The constitutional lawyers all 
declare it to be unconstitutional, but no such 
trifling truth as this ever stayed the vote of a 
member who was in earnest for any bill. 

The Nagie bill, requiriug all stone for public 
buildings to be dressed within the State was 
killed, not even the professional friends of the 
working men manifesting enough interest in itto 
render assistance worthy of the name. 

The billto regulate the charges for elevating, 
delivering, and storing grain at the ports of Buf- 
falo and New-York occupied the attention of the 
Senate. Thisis substantially the same bill that 
was before last year’s Legislature, when the ele- 
vator lobby succeeded in defeating it. The pres- 
ent bill provides that the egmbined char for 
receiving, elevating, and delivering grain shall 
not exceed one-half cent per bushel. Mr, 
Thomas, who introduced the bill, discussed the 
subject in all its aspects and showed that it 
now cost $3150 for elevating and trans- 
ferring 1,000 bushels of grain, from 
te time it reaches Buffalo until it 
is landed on shipboard in the port of New-York. 
Under the provisions of this bill the cost would 
be reduced to about $20 per 1,000 bushels, which 
would bea liberal compensation for the work 
done and the capital invested. Mr. ‘Thomas 
showed how, by a combination among the ele- 
yator menin Puffalo, one-third of the elevators 
in that city did all the work that was necessary 
to be done, while the owners of the other two- 
thirds were paid regular dividends on their prop- 
erty that lies idle. Instead of there being a 
healthy competition in the elevating business, 
this combination or conspiracy was the means of 
extorting exorbitant rates and imposing unjust 
burdens upon the commerce of the State. 

Mr. Daggett moved an amendment that the 
bill be made to apply to all the cities of the State, 
instead of being restricted to Buffalo and New- 
York. This was lost. There was very little dis- 
cussion of the bill beyond the remarks of Mr. 
Thomas, but Mr. Daggett indicated his opposi- 
tion to it by side remarks, and Mr. Titus ex- 

ressed his intention of discussing it hereafter. 
By a vote of 17 to 10 the bill was ordered to a 
third reading, with the understanding that it 
will be further discussed when it comes up for 
final passage. 

The Senate passed a large number of Jocal bills, 
including Mr. Campbell’s tenement-house cigar 
bill amending the act of last year so as to ob- 
viate the constitutional objection preferred by 
the Court of Appeals. The Assembly bill regu- 
{ating the hours of service of conductors and 
drivers of horse cars—not to exceed 12 hours per 
day—was opposed by Mr. Robb as undentocratic, 
anti-American, class legislation, and whelly im- 
proper; it was pure claptrap. Mr. Coggeshall 
advocated the bill, and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause was lost—yeas 7%, nays ll. The 
vote on the passage of the bill stood—yeas 12, 
nays 15, and it was declared lost, as follows:

Mr. Low offered a concurrent reso- 
lution, which lies over under the e, approving 
of the Postal Telegraph bill jntroduced in Con- 
gress by Mr. Sumner, of California, and uest- 
ing the Congressmen from this State to aid in its 
passage. The Committee on Cities reported fa- 
vorably the Assembly bill] appropriating $50,000 
for the Bartholdi statue. Mr. Otis, Chairman of 
the Committee on Mili Affairs, reported fa- 
vorably the bill to create a veteran corps of the 
National Guard. 

Gov. Cleveland this afternoon appointed Will- 
iam H. Bowman, of Rochester, Fish Commis- 
sioner in place of Edward M. Smith, deceased. 

At the evening session of the Senate, the bill pro-

INTIMACY WITH MRS. CARLL. 

The six intelligent farmers, the two 
astute gentlemen of leisure, the good and true

City. Mrs. Hinsdale and her pretty daughter 
Florence occupied ‘seats near her counsel, and 
Marie and Louis, the two servants upon whose 
testimony Mr. Hinsdale’s main hope depends, sat 
ified and important among the spectators. 
be proceedings pn with the introduction 
of the testimony of Mrs. S. H. Clark, a magnetic 
physician living at No. 77 West Fifty-fifth-street, 
which was taken before Referee Homer A. Nel- 
son at the former trial. She had testified that 
she was living at the residence of Mr. Hinsdale, 
in Garden City, in the latter part of October, 187 
to treat Mrs. Hinsdale. One night, about 1 
o’clock, she heard a rap on a door in the hall 
which she thought was a call for her. She opened 
her bedroom door and saw a ry mereally 
dressed standing in the door of E. B, Hinsdale’s 
room whom she supposed to be Mr. E. B. Hins- 
dale. He beckoned to some one, and then a woman 
in her night-dress came from Mrs. William Hins- 
dale’s room and went into his room. This woman 
she supposed to be Mrs. Hinsdale, but she was 
not positive. feree D. C. McEwen, who was 
wom last Tuesday to take her testimony, as 
she is at present very sick, read the testimony he 
took that evening at her house.

In your excellent article in this morn- 
ing’s issue relating to the “ Kirmess” given last 
evening in aid of the New-York Skin and Cancer 
Hospital there is an error in relation to the 
finances of the hospital which should be correct- 
ed, as itis quite misleading. 

At the close of the article you state that Mr. 
John Jacob Astor had given $200,000 for a Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, and the intimation is given 
that it was to the already established institution. 


Unfortunately this is not the case, but the money 
referred to relates to a proposed institution for 
the treatment of cancer aione. The necessity 
for another hospita] for the same object can 
hardly be imagined, and every effort has been 
made by those connected with our institution to 
bring about a union of interests, but thus far 
without success. 

The New-York Skin and Cancer Hospital has 
secured a tract of land eden | nearly 150 acres, 
oe beyond the city line, and it is expected that 

y midsummer cottage pavilions will be erected 
sufficient to receive every patient with cancer 
who may require assistance, both recent cases 
for operation_and those which are hopeless 
and chronic. For this purpose a fund of $100,000 
is now being raised, a considerable portion of 
which is already subscribed. This amount will 
cover the entire cost of the Jand and the erection 
of accommodation for100 patients. Our present 
city hospital, at No. #8 East Thirty-fourth- 
street, will be continued for the present asa re- 
ception hospital and for the outdoor clinics, 
where over a thousand patients have been 
treated during the past year. The proceeds of 
the “* Kirmess”’ held last evening, like those from 
last year’s festival, are devoted to the “ charity 
fund" under the management of the Ladies’ Aux- 
lliary Board. By means of this fund we are able, 
asin the past, to receive every case suitable for 
our institution, so that no case has ever been, or 
need ever be, refused on account of a

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TRYING TO NULLIFY THE SCOTT LAW. 
CrycrsnatTi, April 30. — The Saloon- 
keepers’ Association, at a special meeting, passed 
a resolution pledging the members to refuse to 
pay for the coming year the liquor tax assessed 
under the Scott law. They also made provision 
for fighting the law. They have been encouraged 
to ethis stand by the trifling of the Demo- 
cratic Legislature with the law and the fact that 
the Supreme Court has become Democratic. A 
second case to test the constitutionality of the 
law has been brought before the Supreme Court, 
and the iiguor men generally expect to see the 
law, which has been only once found constitu- 
tional by the same tribunal before it became 
Democratic, declared upon second consideration 
to be unconstitutional.

COL. MAPLESON WAITING PATIENTLY FOR 
THE AUCTION SALE MONDAY. 


The little difference of opinion between 
Col. Mapleson and the Academy of Music 
stockholders who guaranteed his bank account 
for the overdraft of $22,900 has not been settled, 
and Deputy Sheriff Aaron still holds the scenery, 
costumes, and properties of the gallant warrior 
in his possession. Unless the $24,000 for which 
the Bank of the Metropolis holds a judgment is 
paid before Monday next the goods will be sold 
at auction, and neither Col. Mapleson nor any- 
body else can produce opera in the Academy 
until they are replaced. A meeting of the new 
Board of Directors is to be held this afternoon, 
and it was hinted yesterday that in addition to 
electing a President, which is the avowed object 
of the meeting, the board might make some pro- 
vision for paying the judgment, and the diffi- 
culty with Col. Mapleson might then be amica- 


bly adjusted, but none of the Directors who 
could be seen yesterday was willing to admit that 
he favored any such action, and the indications 
now are that the property in the Academy will 
be sold for the benefit of the bank. 

It was asserted yesterday by one gentleman in- 
terested, who is in a position to know the inside 
facts of the quarrel, that the charge that the 
Colonel is negotiating for the Metropolitan-Op- 
era-house is true. ‘I know for a certainty,” said 
the gentleman, *“‘that Col. Mapleson was offered 
a guarantee of $2,000 a night if he would take the 
Metropolitan next season, and that he has been 
considering the proposition for some time. I 
don’t blame the Metropolitan people for wantin, 
to get ro for he carries with him Patti an 
several other great singers, but the manner in 
which the plan has been worked seems to me 
scarcely fair. Mapleson is bound by his contract 
to aie opera in the Academy next year, and his 
only chance of being able to accept the 
offer of the Metropolitan people was for him to 
get into some kind of trouble with his friends at 
the Academy and. make it appear that they had 
wronged him and themselves broken the con- 
tract. To do this he refuses to make good a 

arantee fund which he has always made good 

fore, and advances the absurd claim that the 
uarantors are bound to pay his debts to the 
nk when he has the money or the property to 
settle his own obligations. Ithas turned out just 
as he calculated it would. His insulting reply to 
Mr. Leroy’s note asking him to pay the debt has 
made tho stockholders feel very bitterly toward 
him, and I doubt if one of them is ready to raise 
a hand to save him. Whether, as he calculates, 
the action of the stockholders will be held a 
valid excuse for him to break his contract and 

o over to the other house is another question. 

believe that he can be held to his contract just 
the same as though nothing of the kind had oc- 
curred, and he will find that if he does not give 
us opera at the Academy he will be prevented 
from giving it anywhere else. That question 
will have to be decided after he shows his hand, 
which, of course, will not be till after the meet- 
ing of the Metropolitan people which, I believe, 
was purposely delayed until after the Academy 
meeting, in order to give time for this trouble 
between Mapleson and the stockholders to culmi- 
nate. I believe that Mapleson has already been 
secured by the other house, and that the Gye let- 
ter has been clothed in mystery to throw the 
Academy men off their guard, he whole truth 
will be known after the ey tor meeting.” 

Another stockholder of the Academy said that 
a number ‘of the stockholders had been ap- 
proached by a number of the Metropolitan Di. 
rectors and asked if a proposition to consolidate 
the two houses would be considered if made 
formally. They were assured that such a prop- 
osition would receive respectful consideration, 
but whether it could be adopted or not was an- 
other question. 

Col. Mapleson continued his belligerent atti- 
tude yesterday. He passed most of the day in 
the Academy,and when a Times reporter saw 
him last night he looked weary but cheerful. 
**T can’t sail on the City of Chicago to-mor- 
row,” he said, ‘and my passage is forfeited, all 
on account of the stupid performance of the 
stockholders. I haven't seen one of them to- 
day, and I haven't heard a word from them, 
from whichI assume that they are still moping 
over this paltry guarantee. They are doing a very 
silly thing, and I wonder that, as Walli-street 
men, presumably men of busin they don’t look 
behind them as well as in front. hile they are 
looking ahead at the little $50,000 that I asked 
them for next season, the wolves are behind 
them and in the foid. Aaron bas finished his in- 
ventory of the scenery, costumes, and properties 
to-day, and unless these gentlemen settle upsome 
one Williwalk in and buy thejthings. Who knows? 
they may go up to ;Thirty-ninth-street, and if 
they do we’re gonecoons. ‘There'll be nothing 
left of the Academy but the shell, and no impre- 
sario can be found then to give opera there. No 
money can replace the plant in two years, and 
for that time, at least, there can be no opera in 
Fourteenth-street, unless it is given in dress 
suits and with a lot of old greasy scenery which 
belongs to the house, I’m just an outsider now, 
looking on at the game. I’m rather curious to 
see if these gentlemen are going to cut their own 
throats, and give the whole thing up to the Met- 
ropolitan, after the hard work I have done to 
save them.” 

“Is it true,” asked the reporter, “that you 
have been offered a guarantee of $2,000 a night to 
manage the new house?” 

“T want you to deny that,” said the Colonel, 
quickly. “I have had no negotiations with the 
other house. I mean to stick to the Academy if 
they leave me anything to give opera with. 
can hold them to their contract but they can't 
hold me, for they have broken with me and 
treated me shamefully; but when I go from the 
Academy I mean to Fo with clean hands. Of 
course, if they clean the place out and so fix it 
that Iam unable to produce opera, I shall look 
about elsewhere, but I'm waiting now to see 
what the Directors will do to-day. While this 
storm in a teavot is going on all the best artists 
are getting other engagements, and those par- 
tially held will not be available unless a settle- 
ment is made very soon.” 

Directors of the Metropolitan Opera-house 
deny that any offer has been made to Col. Maple- 
son. “If he leaves the Academy,” said one of 
them yesterday, “ he will be free for us to treat 
with, if we feel so disposed; but up to the 
— time, we have made no advance toward 
1im and he has opened no negotiation with us. 
Do we want to consolidate with the Academy? 
Well, that subject has been canvassed a good 
deal by the stockholders of the two houses, 
but no formal proposition has ever been made 
by either. If one ever is made, it must come 
from the Academy. It will never come from 
us.” 


OBITUARY. 


STEPHEN D. LINDSBY. 

Ex-Congressman Stephen D. Lindsey died 
suddenly of heart disease on Monday last at his 
home in Norridgewoch, Me., in the fifty-sixth 
year of his age. Mr. Lindsey was one of the 
most prominent lawyers of his native State, and 
served three terms in Congress with honor to 
himself and to the satisfaction of his constitu- 
ents, He was born in Norridgewoch in 1828, and 
was admitted to the Maine Bar in 1853. Two 
years later he was sent to represent his dis- 


trict in the Legislature, and in 1856 was 
elected Clerk of Courts, a position which he 
tilled for three years. He waselected to the State 
Senate in 1868 and made President of that body 
in 1869. In 1876, when Mr. Blaine was elected to 
the United States Senate, Mr. Lindsey was chosen 
his successor in the House of Representatives, 
taking his seat in that body the following year. 
His record during the Forty-fifth Congress was 
s0 satisfactory to his constituents that he was re- 
elected to the Forty-sixth and Forty-seventh 
Congresses, retiring finally in 1883, since when he 
had devoted himself to the practice of his pro- 
fession. He was an earnest Republican from 
conviction, and wasa member of the National 
Convention which nominated Gen. Grant for the 
Presidency in 186s. 


WRIGHT BANKS. 

Wright Banks, an old resident of West- 
chester County, died at his home, White Plains, 
yesterday morning. A few weeksago he had a 
severe hemorrhage from the Jungs, and has been 
confined to his bed since until relieved by death 
yesterday morning. He was born in the town of 
Mount Pleasant in 1828, his father being John 
Banks. He studied lawin the office of Richard 
O’Gorman, and practiced it for some time. In 
1849 he went to California, but returned in 1852. 


He served during the war, entering the service 
as a private in the Second Scott Life Guards, un- 
der Capt. Bageve McGrath, a veteran of the Mex- 
ican war. r. Banks was soon promoted to Act- 
ing Adjutant of the regiment on the staff of 
Gen. Hobert Ward. Subsequently, he was made 
aide-de-camp on Gen. Sickles’s staff, with the 
rank of Captain. He was never elected to any 
oflice in the County of Westchester, but has held 
several appointive offices, ee being 
that of Deputy Register under Charles Banks, 
Deputy County Clerk, and Sheriff's Clerk under 
Sheriffs Courter and Horton. The funeral will 
take pace on Friday from the Methodist Church 
at ite Plains, but the body will be taken to 
Northampton, Mass., for interment. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Loftis Wood, a resident of Brooklyn for 
nearly 40 years, died yesterday at his home, No. 
$11 Quincy-street, in that city. Mr. Wood was 
born in Ireland about 70 years ago, but came to 
this country when quite young. He was at one 


time sole proprietor of the Franklin-Avenue 
Railroad. 


Charles 8. Huntoon died at his residence, 
No. 466 West Twenty-third-street, on Tuesday 
morning, in his sixty-second year, after an illness 
of a few weeks, which was not considered serious 


by his friends. He leaves a widow and one 
daughter. Mr. Huntoon was very widely known 
among the bankers and business men of this city, 
among whom his reputation for business integ- 
rity and ability stood very high. He was in bus- 
iness in Charieston for — ears, but he came 
to this city after the war of the rebellion, when 
he associated himself with P. Lorillard & Co., of 
which firm he was a member fora number of 
years. Mr. Huntoon was a very charitable man, 
giving liberally of his means to many worthy ob- 
Jects, but always in a quiet way.

DEAR Stim: I have read your letterin defense of Mr. 
Blaine in the Sunday Tribune, and also the editorial of 
the Tribune thereon, in which you say: “Senator Ed- 
munds was understood to havea block of Burlington 
and Missouri securities,” and ‘Senator Edmunds ac- 
quired their interests in the Burlington and Missouri 
Road when they were in the Senate. They both sup- 
ported the bill to restore the land grant to their road.” 
These statements, taken in connection with the rest of 
your letter, evidently aean that at the time of the legis- 
lation referred I was in some way interested in that road 
or its securities, and the editorial in the Tribune states 
expressly, as being your statement, that thing. Both 
yourself and the Tribume are totally mistaken. I have 
hunted up what I suppose to be the joint resolution to 
which you refer, being Senate Joint Resolution No. 29, 
First Session Forty-first Congress, of which 1 had no 
recollection whatever before, but I see, on looking at 
the Congressional Globe of that time, that I did make a 
single remark on the subject’of the House amendment, 
which remark I commend to your careful considera- 
tion. I had at that time and never, had be- 
fore any ownership or interest in any bond 
or stock of that road or any other out 
of the State of Vermont, and never expected 
to have, and had no more connection with the passage 
of the joint resolution than you had, and knew no more 
than you, (which 1 assume was nothing at all,) except- 
ing what may be inferred from my remark on the 
House amendment. More than three months after- 
wards and on the 18th July, 1869, I find, on looking at 
my old books, I subscribed for 195 shares of the stock 
and $6,000 of the bonds of the Burlington and Missouri 
River Railroad Company in Nebraska, which I assume 
was a road in some way affected by the legislation 
referred to. I paid in cash the same price that all other 
subscribers did and bad the stock for several years, 
when I sold it in the Boston market at the market 
price and no more, and then or afterward bought 
more of the bonds of the same company, 
which I still hold. This is the whole story 
and I give you authority to verify it by an examina- 
tion of the books of the company in Boston, or an ex- 
amination of my books, or both. Itis of some conse- 
quence among men who intend to be truthful, asI do 
not doubt you do, to be somewhat accurate in making 
statements about the acts and doings of other people. 
If you, or anybody else, wish to know anything con- 
cerning my business or other transactions at any time, 
I shall be happy to put you in possession of precise in- 
formation, so that you will be certain that what you 
say is true. I am neither willing nor desirous to be 
either candidate or President, which everybody who 
has ever spoken or written to me upon the subject 
knows, but, as I naturaily like to stand well in the esti- 
mation of my fellow-citizens, I dislike to be accused of 
either corruption, bias, selfishness, or acting on public 
questions in which I have a private interest, when such 
accusations are untrue.

DEAR SiR: I have this moment your letter of t 
morning, and hasten to correct some impressions you 
have gotten either from my letter to the Post or more 
probably from some of the numerous newspaper com- 
ments.

action in which he had assisted, an i cited ag an Illus- 
tration your conduct and that of many other legislators 
which neither I nor any one else censured. Then I 
asked why such conduct was censurable in Mr. Blaine 
and not in any one else. Mr. Blaine did not vote, but 
did rule, so that the Little Rock and Fort Smith 
Road got its land grant confirmed, knowin 
no more of the road at _ the time than 
did—and I forgot the fact. Three months after- 
wards, Mr. Blaine bought his interest in that road. 
You yoted—because the assent was unanimous and you 
were present—to confirm the land grant of the a 
tonand Missouri Road, knowing at that time a litt 
more of it than I did, for you debated it; you forgotthe 
fact; three months afterward you bought your interest 
in that road. The cases were so analagous in all essen- 
tial Soe that it seemed proper to group them. 
Had 1 thought the action of either of you discreditable 
I should not have defended him nor mentioned you. 

Where is there any lack of accuracy in my “ state- 
ments about other people?” I said, ‘Senator Ed- 
munds was understood to havea block of Burlington 
and Missouri Road when he was in the Senate.” You 
say, ‘* On the 18th of July. 1869, you subscribed for 105 
ehares of the stock and $8,000 of the bonds of the Bur- 
lington and Missourj River Railroad Company. I am 
inaccurate in these statements, then, only in case you 
were not a member of the Senate onthe 18th of July, 
1869, and in case stocks and bonds do not constitute a 
block. I sald: “ They both (you and another) su 
ported the bill to restore the land grant to 
their road.” You say on this point nothing ac- 
curately. You had only to say you “voted against 
the bill.” Had you done this I would cheerfully admit 
my inaccuracy; but the official record shows you pre- 
sent and s ing upon the resolution at the moment 
of its ge,and the record shows that it passed 
without a vote against it. Ifthe Tribune misappre- 
hended me as saying you were in any way interested in 
the road at the time of the yrange of the resolution it 
is responsible and not I. suspect it can take care of 
itself, and prefersto. I wrote no such representation, 
directly or by implication. Such a fact would 
destroy the parallelism between your case and 
Mr. Biaine’s. He had no interest in the road 
at the time of the passage of the resolution, 
as*ou had none. He acqu his interest in Boston, 
three months after, just onrou acguired yours in Bos- 
ton three months after. I think my statements were 
as accurate as popular language could make them. 
Had I thought them “a charge,” I eOuld have used the 
technical language of a legal pleading, but such lan- 
guage would not have stated the facts more fairly. I 
do not want to know anything of your business transac- 
tions except these facts which the public has long 
known, and of which you need net be ashamed; 
nor do I need any other evidence than your own 
word for anything you choose to communi- 
cate. The fact that you, like your great asso- 
clates, do not escape the misrepresentation of the 
ress, has never shaken my entire confidence in your 
ouor and honesty; nor need I add that I have en 
long in a school where I have learned to sympathize 
with puplic men who are falsely and perpetually ac- 
cu of corruption, bias, and selfishness, and of acting 
upon public questions in which they bave private in- 
terests. Nor have they been exempt from such penal- 
ties of greatness, shough neither lling nor desirous to 
be either candidate or ident, and naturally liking 
to stand well in the estimation of their fellow-citizens.

THE KELLOGG BRIBERY TRIAL. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION OF PRICE—A TECHNIC- 
AL POINT AGAINST HIS EVIDENCE. 

Wasuinaton, April 30.—The Kellogg trial 
was resumed this morning, when Contractor 
Price was called for cross-examination. Witness 
could not say definitely how many days before 
the date of the order of expedition he made the 
first proposition to Kellogg; it was probably two 
or three days; probably July 16, 1878. Mr. Wil- 
son pointed to the date of the affidavit filed in 


the Post Office Department, (July 10,) which bore 
Senator Kellogg’s indorsement, and witness ad- 
mitted that he might have been in error when he 
stated yesterday that he gave the paper to 
Senator Kellorg on July 16. Witness regarded 
the transfer of the drafts and notes to ellogg 
as ending the whole matter between them, anc 
witness had nothing furtherto do with it. The 
note was paid at maturity, but not to Kellogg. 
Witness was aware of the fact, when he appeared 
before the Grand Jury, that two or three efforts 
had been made to indict the defendant, and wit- 
ness himself was then under indictment. 

.—Were you promised immunity if you went 
before the Grand Jury and testified before this 
court? A.—Personally I was not. My friends 
have given me the assurance that if I came for- 
ward and testified to the facts immunity would 
be granted to me. 

e witness said he knew of no paper embody- 
ings promise of immunity. 

r. Ingersoli moved to exclude Price's testi-

A NEW POSTAL TELEGRAPH BILL. 
THE HOUSE MEASURE PROVIDING FOR THB 
CONTRACT SYSTEM, 

WasuHineton, April 30.—The House Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads to-day 
unanimously agreed upon a Dill “to secure 
cheaper telegraphic correspondence.” Itis based 
on the Senate bill and consists of a number of the 
provisions of that measure, with amendments to 
others. The provision creating the office of 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General is elimi- 
nated, as are all of the sections of the Senate bill 


providing for the construction of a Government 
postal telegraph system in case no contract is 
made with a company. The section of the bill 
relative to rates is as follows: 


That the charges for the transmission of telegrams, 
excepting service and Government telegrams, shal! be 
prepaid by telegram stamps or stam paper, and the 
maximum rates for telegrams of 20 words or less, ex- 
clusive of date, address, and ure. when the dis- 
tance of transmission is 1,500 miles or under, 25 cents 
for grery 250 miles or fraction thereof in excess o 
1,500 miles, an additional rate of 5 cents may be 
churged; and between the cities of New-York, Pnit- 
adeiphia, Boston, Baltimore, and Washington, and 
such ot \er points separated by short distances as may 
be from time to time designated by the Postmaster- 
General, the rate shall not be over 15 cents, day or 
night, provided that no rate shall exceed 50 cents; for 
telegrams to be transmitted by night, exceptas above 
stated, the charges sball be one-half the day rates. All 
words shall be counted except the date, address, and 
signature, afd for every five additional words or less 
one-fifth additional rate may be charged. 


The provision relative to penalties is amended 
to read: 


For failure or neglect to promptly and correctly 
transmit any message, the contractin: ey or com- 
anies shall be liable to the es ured thereby in 
be penal sum of $100, together with actual Garages 
sustained by reason thereof, to be recovered by the 
party injured ina civil action before any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 


A provision is inserted that no contract shall 
be made with any company which has not 1,000 
miles of telegraph line in actual operation. The 
Postmaster-General is directed to make all neces- 
sary rules and regulations for carrying on the 
provisions of the proposed act.

TARIFF LAW DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, April 80.—The following is a 
synopsis of the decisions rendered by the Treasury 
Department in customs cases during the past week: 

I. Yarn, manufactured of rabbit’s hair: Held to be 
dutiable at 80 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
485 for articles made of fur, not enumerated. (Letter 
to the Collector of Customs at New-York.) 

lI. Nipples, plungers, and worm, being parts of fire- 
arms or accompaniments thereto: Held nut to be dutl- 
able under the Pee for guns and muskets, para- 
graphs 202 and 203, but to be dutiable at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 216. (Letterto the Collector 
of Customs at Chicago.) 

Ill. Cotton goods, embroidered with worsted. in- 
tended forthe manufacture of shoes, cusbions, foot- 
rests, &c., are not dutiable under the provision for cot- 
ton embroideries, but are to be clas: as manufactures 

of worsted. (Letter to the Collector of Customs 
at New-York.) 

IV. Worsted laces: Held not to be dutiable as dress 
trimmings, under paragraph 868, but to be dutiable 
under the provision of paragraph 862, for all manu- 
factures of every description, composed wholly or in 


part of worsted. (Letter tothe Collector of Customs 
at New-York.) 


VY. Emery wheels: Held notto be entitled to classifica- 
tion under paragraph , at 1 cent per pound, but to be 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem, as a non-epumer- 
ated manufactured article. (Letter to the Collector of 
Customs at New-York.) 

VI. Cotton plush: Held to be dutiable at the rate of 
40 percent. ad valorem, by assimilaton to cotton vel- 
vets, under paragraph 825. (Letterto the Collector of 
Customs at New-York.)

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, April 30, 1884. 

It is estimated that the decrease of the publio 
debt for the monthof April will amount to about 
$5,250,000. 

Secretary Folger has received a telegram from 
Capt. Baker, commanding the revenue steamer Bout- 
well, dated Key West, April 20, as follows: ‘‘ Schoomer 
Winfield was not stolen as reported, but parted her 
moorings and drifted ashore near Green Key, Bahamas. 
No expedition has left or attempted to leave this 
vicinity since Aguero left. Reports of filibusters’ move- 
ments on shore greatly exaggerated.” 

The President to-day sent to the Senate the 
nomination of Henry W. Cannon, of Minnesota, to be 
Controller of the Currency, vice John J. Knox, re- 
signed, and James A. Connolly of Illinois, to be Solici- 
tor ofthe Treasury. Mr. Connolly is at present United 
States District Attorney for the Southern District of 
Illinois. Healso nominated Charles H. Stoll, of Ken- 
tucky, to be Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Seventh District of Kentucky. 

Mr. Albert Bierstadt, the artist, had confer- 
ences with members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to-day, of whom he asked tnat works of art be 
placed onthe free list instead of petng taxed 10 per 
cent. ad valorem asis proposed in the bill recently re- 
ported from that committee. He said that the mis- 
s10n rs works of foreign art free of duty would tend to 
enrich this country, and that the competition would en- 
courage American artists. He - the opinion, 
however,after the interviews, that if any bill was passed,

AN INSURGENT DEFEAT IN CUBA. 
Havana, April 26.—A dispatch from this 
city, received by the Spanish Minister in Wash- 
ington, under date of April 14, asserted that 
Aguero’s band was the only insurgent band on 
the island. A proof that all the statements to 


the contrary were true was published ej all the 
papers here on Thursday, in the shape of an off—i- 
cial report received at Governmen head-quar- 
ters that in the Province of Santa Clara a party 
headed by the chief Varona was beaten by the 
Civil Guard, which killed one of the former and 
captured twelve horses, with their harness. Be- 
sides this, two prisoners who were in the hands 
of the party were rescued. The discontent 
and alarm reigning on the island are such 
that it is freely asserted tnat if the 
Cubans had not suffered pecuniayily so very 
heavily during the first insurrection, when they 
sacrificed all, now would be their best opportu- 
nity for a general rising with a certainty of suc- 
cess. They are, however, according to all ap- 
pearances, gaining upon the Spanish rule in a 
slow but successful manner. 

Diario de la Marina of April 24 printed the fol- 
lowing official dispatch, confirming the above: 
** The Captain-General received to-day the fol- 
lowing telegram from the Civil Governor and 
Commandante-General of Santa Clara: ‘ The 
band commanded by Varona, reinforced by 
some 12 men, were yesterday, at Guanayra, at- 
tacked and beaten by a company of Civil Guard 
which were sentin pursuit. One of the band 
was killed and a dozen horses and their riders 
were captured. There was no loss on our side.’ ”

The nomination of Mr. Henry W. Can- 
Non, of Stillwater, Minn., as Controller of 
the Currency, unites nearly every attri- 
bute.of one not fit to be made. Mr. Can- 
NON is unknown and obscure, and though 
he may possibly acquire capacity for the 
position, few people in the United States 
suspect him of possessing it. He is dis- 
tinctly favored for political reasons, and 
is expected to introduce the principles 
of the spoils system into the office 
Mr. Kwnox’s support of the nomina- 
tion carries no weight, because it is 
opposed to everything that is creditable 
in his own career. It injures the reputa- 
tion of Mr. Knox, but does not help that 
of Mr. Cannon.

The important bill ‘‘To improve the 
condition and operations of the sinking 
fund of the city of New-York” remains 
week after week in the Senate at Albany 
without being brought up for action. It 
is probable that a little earnest effort on 
the part of Mr. Gress, who, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Cities, is the proper 
person to move in the matter, would bring 
it before the Senate for consideration. 
The bill has the approval of a large 
number of prominent citizens best 
qualified to judge of a safe financial policy 
for the city and most interested in its 
maintenance. Mr. Grsss is believed to be 
anxious to stand well in the estimation of 
his constituents and of the community at 
large, and to have it understood that he 
acts from the best motives in his public 
course, but the promoters of this bill are 
unable to understand why they cannot in- 
duce him to make the effort needed to 
bring this measure before the Senate. His 
motives are likely to be closely inquired 
into if he allows the bill to fail through 
his neglect. 


There begins to be some anxiety felt 
about the fate of the bill which passed 
the State Senate some time ago and is still 
pending in the Assembly giving to the 
Mayor to be elected next Fall the power 
to fill offices which are to become vacant 
between now and the end of the year. 
This bill provides that the term of office of 
any officer, Commissioner, or head of de- 
partment to be appointed by the present 
Mayor shall expire on the 1st of Feb- 
ruary, and that his successor shall 
be appointed by the new Mayor. 
The propriety of this, in view of the 
enlarged appointing power of the new 
Mayor, is evident. He should not come in 
handicapped with the appointments of the 
Board of Aldermen. The offices affected 
are the very important ones of Corpora- 
tion Counsel and Commissioner of Public 
Works, whose terms are four years, or 
twice that of the Mayor. The new Mayor 
should certainly have the filling of these 
offices; and as there is already a move- 
ment in favor of adjourning before the 
middle of the present month, energetic 
efforts should be made to complete the re- 
form legislation as soon as possible. 


The Democrats of Massachusetts join 
the Greenbackers of Maine in presenting 
Gen. BUTLER as a candidate for the Presi- 
dency. They even talk as though they 
thought there was some chance of his 
nomination at Chicago, and one enthusi- 
astic person declared that Tammany Hall 
was solid for him, and that he was the 
only man sure of carrying New-York.

Ata distance 
he looks large only in the periphery of his 
cheek. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS REVOLUTION. 


The tariff reform movement in Massa- 
chusetts is the beginning of the end of the 
policy of express protection in. the United 
States. Of this there can be no doubt 
when the events which have led up to the 
movement and the circumstances sur- 
rounding it are considered. Massachusetts 
was, only a few years since, the strong- 
hold of protection, and the votes of its 
Representatives and Senators could be 
counted on to resist any serious reduction 
in protective taxes. The vague though 
strong dissatisfaction with the tariff, which 
brought about the revision of last year, 
found but little manifestation in that State, 
and the revision was generally conceded 
to be most delusive with reference to the 
industries of Massachusetts, and to have 
been much influenced by her manufact- 
urers. Had the feeling of the business 
men of the State remained unchanged 
there was every reason for resolute in- 
action at the present time, because, in the 
absence of positive popular support, the 
tariff reform legislation in Congress must 
fail of either immediate or remote effect. 
Like inaction was dictated by every con- 
sideration of ordinary political prudence. 
The Democracy are divided as to the re- 
form, and the Republicans, to all appear- 
ances, throughout the Union, are united 
and consolidated in their opposition to it. 

But this is the moment selected by some 
eight hundred of the men prominent in 
business and in public life in Massachusetts 
to organize a movement to cut down the 
surplus and for ‘decisive action looking 
to the ultimate abandonment of the policy 
of taxing imports not for revenue but for 
the purpose of obstructing trade.” The 
movement, though non-partisan, in the 
sense that it is shared by men of standing 
in both parties, is distinctly political. 
Its intent is to bring to _ bear 
on Congress the influence of an 
aroused and enlightened public opinion, 
and that influence will unquestionably 
be expressed in votes. The men 
who have undertaken this task are prac- 
tical, experienced, sagacious, and to the 
last degree in earnest. They are of the 
class who, not bound by party ties, recog- 
nize the value of party agencies, and 
with them men seeking political honors in 
Massachusetts will have to reckon. They 
are some of them students of political econ- 
omy; their President, Mr. CHARLES FRAN- 
cis Apams, Jr., is a free trader; but they 
are not theorists alone, nor closet students, 
but shrewd, capable, and full of energy. 
Mr. ADAMS and LEVERETT SALTONSTALL, 
JOHN M. Forspes and CHARLES THEO- 
DORE RUSSELL, President SEELYE and 
FREDERIC O. PRINCE, HENRY H, Faxon and 
Frank W. Birp, Joseru 8. Ropes and P. 
A. CoLLins, these are names of Republic- 


miliar with Massachusetts politics will rec- 
ognize as powerful advocates and formi- 
dable foes in any political contest. They 
come from the old organizations which 
for years have been waging war with each 
other, and on common ground form a new 
force for the attainment of well-defined 
objects by explicit means. Their action 
is the strongest possible evidence of the 
existence of a well-developed popular 
opinion and the surest guarantee that that 
opinion will make itself felt in the polit- 
ical contests of thé near future. 

Its effect is already seen in the adoption 
by the Republican Convention of the State 
of a resolution “insisting upon a reduc- 
tion of customs duties because of the dan- 
gerous surplus in the Treasury receipts.” 
The convention very properly asks that 
‘this reduction should be made with the 
least possible injury to the labor and man- 
ufacturing interests of the country,” but 
that it is demanded at all, and demanded 
now, on the verge of a’ Presidential cam- 
paign, is the direct effect of the or- 
ganization of the Tariff Reform League. 
This movement is the latest and most 
signal, but it is also the most nat- 
ural and logical incident in the develop- 
ment of public opinion which THz TrmEs 
has now for nearly twenty years pointed 
out as inevitable. We have labored stead- 
ily to induce and to compel the Republic- 
an Party to recognize the monstrous folly 
of perpetuating war taxation as a policy 
for peace—as if the weapons of civil strife 
were fitted for the contests of commerce— 
and our prediction has come true that if 
the party would not accept this truth as a 
condition of progress it would be forced to 
face it as a condition of life. It now re- 
mains to be seen whether the party will 
make terms in time or die. 


A BAD POLICY FOR MR. BLAINE. 


If the “‘ defense” of Mr. BLAINE is con- 
tinued with the weapons brought into 
play during the present week nothing can 
prevent the nomination of Senator Ep- 
MUNDS at the Chicago Convention. A few 
more ‘analogies’ from the maladroit 
Mr. WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS, a *ew more 
false and calumniating articles from zeal- 
ous newspaper organs, and even the most 
strongly ‘‘magnetized” of the instructed 
Blaine delegates will desert him. The 
American people love smartness, of course. 
They are captivated by dash and they 
greatly admire pluck. We are willing to 
admit that many of them approve a 
“vigorous foreign policy,” though proba- 
bly without knowing very well what a 
foreign policy is. But the American peo- 
ple love justice and fairness above all 
things, and they have no feeling but con- 
tempt and anger for a man who, failing 
in a race, meanly stabs a winning rival. 

The straightforward and manly letter 
which Senator Epmunps has done Mr. 
PHELPS the honor to send him is an excel- 
lent campaign document for the support- 
ers of Mr. Epmunps in their efforts to 
secure for him the Republican nomina- 
tion, which he does not seek, which he 
expressly declares he does not wish for, 
but which we believe he would accept. 

Save for his personal satisfaction, how- 
ever, no denial or disproof of the asser- 
tions of Mr. PHELPs’s letter were neces- 
sary. Senator Epmunps’s reputation for 
integrity in this Republic is not so frag- 
ile as to be exposed to the slightest 
injury from anybody engaged in 
the onerous task of clearing up the 
Little Rock and Fort Smith record of ex- 
Speaker BiatneE. And as for the New- 
York Tribune's reiterated falsifications, 
what possible harm can come to Senator 
Epmunps through anything that may be 
said of him by a person who served for 
years as Mr. Jay GOULD’s stool pigeon? 


FOR THE BEST MAN. 


Of the eleven Republican State Conven- 
tions which were held yesterday that in 
Massachusetts was in certain respects most 
important and significant, because the 
party in that State is very apt to lead the 
van in its progress. Nowhere else does the 
organization come so close to the mass of 
the voters and so perfectly represent the 
prevailing sentiment. The declarations of 
the platform and the utterances of the pre- 
siding officers recognized clearly the issues 
of the time and the necessity of maintain- 
ing sound principles. The necessity of 
tariff revision was recognized, and abso- 
lutely solid ground was taken on the cur- 
rency and civil service reform questions. 

But the point of special interest at the 
moment is the position of Massachusetts 
Republicans in regard to the Presidential 
nomination. Mr. Lona precisely de- 
scribed the candidate needed as ‘‘ a man 
of such acknowledged worth that the 
thousands of influential and sterling vot- 
ers who all over the land have become, 
not Democrats or Independents, but In- 
differents, shall regard his nomination as 
an earnest that the Republican Party is 
looking only at the public welfare and 
prosperity, and who, believing that, will 
put their shoulders to the wheel.” His 
statement that ‘‘ the best is the most 
available” should be the keynote of the 
canvass for the nomination. The conven- 
tion made it clear, without any definite 
instructions, who is regarded by the Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts as the best man 
to nominate for the Presidency. 

It has too often happened in National 
Conventions that the best man has not 
been regarded as the most available. This 
has never been true as a fact, but it has 
sometimes been impossible to secure the 
nomination of the best man on account of 
the contentions that have preceded and 
been carried into the convention. These 
contentions have arisen from decided 
differences in popular feeling in the 
different parts of the country, but 
there is no evidence at the present 
time of any irreconcilable differences. 
Politicians have worked earnestly, through 
local and State conventions, to advance 
the interests of certain aspirants, but their 
efforts have not proceeded from any strong 
popular feeling. Never before has there 
been so general a conviction that local and 
factional preferences should give way in 
favor of a candidate who will not only 
unite the party but bring to its support 
both Independents and Indifferents. 


and it has found expression in many dis- 
trict conventions, and in more than one 
State Convention besides that of Massa- 
chusetts. Many delegates will carry it 
with them to the Chicago Convention, and 
it is to be hoped that they will be numer- 
ous and strong enough to impress it. upon 
that body. It will not be safe at this time 
to nominate any candidate whose name 
represents a division of sentiment in the 
party. It will be absolutely safe to nomi- 
nate a man who will be everywhere recog- 
nized as able, upright, and experienced, 
and capable of commanding the support 
of every voter who is not inclined to trust 
the fortunes of the country to Democratic 
control. The best man will prove “the 
most available.” 


LEGISLATION AGAINST POLYGAMY 


The Utah Commissioners, appointed by 
the President for the purpose of reorgan- 
izing the political framework of the Terri- 
tory, have made a general report in which 
there are two or three specific recommen- 
dations. One of these is that the first or 
only legal wife of a resident of Utah shall 
have aright of dower or other valuable 
interest in her husband’s property. An- 
other recommendation is that United 
States Judges and Commissioners shall 
have powers similar to those exercised 
by Justices of the Peace, or that Jus- 
tices of the Peace shall be appointed, not 
elected by popular vote. To givea Mormon 
“first” wife a right of dower would be 
useful in the striking down of Mormon- 
ism, provided Mormon women were not 
themselves fanatical adherents of the es- 
tablished Church of the Latter Day Saints. 
So long as the plural wives of Mormons de- 
light in their degradation, as it is pretended 
that they do, no legislation which hus- 
bands and wives are agreed in thwarting 
can deliverthem. Of course, all legislation 
designed to break up polygamy should, as 
far as possible, appeal to the natural feel- 
ings of wives and children of Mormons. 
They may be supposed to have normally 
selfish interests. In this regard the recom- 
mendation of the commission is of value. 

The recommendation of the commission 
that the powers and duties of United 
States judicial appointees should include 
those of Justices of the Peace has been an- 
ticipated by the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary. In reporting back to the Sen- 
ate the Edmunds bill, with sundry amend- 
ments, the committee propose that Com- 
missioners in the Territory of Utah 
appointed by the United States courts 
shall possess and may exercise all 
the powers and jurisdiction possessed 
or exercised by Justices of the 
Peace. It is also proposed that the 
Marshal of the Territory and his Deputies 
shall have the same authority and powers 
as are exercised by Sheriffs and their Dep- 
uties. As Justices of the Peace and Sher- 
iffs are elected by the people of the Terri- 
tory, they are necessarily Mormons. The 
proposed amendments to the Edmunds 
bill would provide a series of petty courts, 
with peace officers, which would take the 
place of the Mormon courts so far as the 
choice of the citizens might require. In 
cases of Mormons against ‘‘ Gentiles,” it 
has been urged, the non-Mormon has no 
hope of success while in the hands of a 
Mormon court and Mormon peace officers. 

In the House, however, the Mormons 
may claim the semblance of a victory in 
the defeat of the bill to provide for a com- 
mission of fifteen to administer the prop- 
erty of the Mormon Church. To all in- 
tents and purposes, this bill was intended 
to provide for the sequestration of the 
enormous amount of property now owned 
by the Church of the Latter Day Saints, a 
property which represents the accumula- 
tion of many years of oppressive tithings 
and sagacious investments and reinvest- 
ments. The House Committee on Terri- 
tories condemn the bill as ‘a high- 
handed measure,” and this may be taken 
as a death-blow to the bill. Polygamy 
is the hateful thing at which all proscrip- 
tive legislation is, or should be, aimed. 
To harry the Mormens, or polygamists, by 
confiscating their goods or destroying 
their rights as freeholders is unrepublic- 
an; it issubversive of the principles un- 
derlying our form of government. If we 
were able to prove against individual Mor- 
mons the offenses alleged to be committed 
by the body of Mormons whose property 
it is proposed to escheat to the State, we 
might have some hope of being able to 
break up the practice of polygamy. It 
would be tyrannical, even monstrous, to 
attempt to break up a religious establish- 
ment (or any other establishment, for that 
matter,) for the sake of reaching offenses 
the commission of which no Congressional 
legislation has provided means to prove. 


ENGLAND AND THE SOUDAN. 


Sir SAMUEL BAKER is an undoubted ex- 
pert upon the geography of Central Afri- 
ca and the best methods of travel in that 
insalubrious region. When he comes for- 
ward, however, with a project for the 
rescue of GorDON by 20,000 troops, half 
of them marching toward Khartoum 
from Suakin and half from Cairo, people 
will remember that his own military suc- 
cesses in the country of the Upper Nile 
were not such as to give much authority 
to his propositions. 

Nevertheless, the publication of this proj- 
ect and Sir SAMUEL’s appeal to the Brit- 
ish nation to rescue GORDON show that 
the newspapers, in this country and in 
England, which approve the abandonment 
of Gorpon do not represent the feeling of 
the British people. As we have said be- 
fore, if calamity befell GorDON it would 
be directly traceable to the criminal 
negligence of Mr. GLADSTONE’S Gov- 
ernment, and would be the signal for 
the overwhelming defeat of that Gov- 
ernment. Those who believe that Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s Government is much better 
for Great Britain and for Ireland than any 
Government which could possibly succeed 
it, in the present condition of English poli- 
tics, must be anxious to have it vindicate 
itself from the charge of leaving a brave 
champion of the English cause to be mur- 
dered by fanatical barbarians in Africa. 
Every day diminishes the chance of rescu- 
ing GorDON; every day increases the ur- 
gency of the demand that an attempt to 
rescue him should be made. 

The decision at which Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
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Government seems to have arrived, that 
the Soudan shall be abandoned, is sensible. 
England has never had any real business 
in the Soudan. To combine. the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade with the extension 
of British markets is a programme which 
appeals to both the finest and the coarsest 
feelings of the English middle class.  Bir- 
mingham and Exeter Hall have met to- 
gether; Gradgrind and Mrs. Jellyby 
have kissed each other. But it has long 
been evident that the hopes of Gradgrind 
were chimerical, and the intervention of 
England in the Soudan is at present 
advocated only by Mrs. Jellyby. It 
seems to be going altogether too 
far to please that philanthropic female 
to take possession of an unwholesome 
desert for the purpose of enabling her to 
prevent Arabs from selling negroes’ to 
Egyptians. Considering the recent atti- 
tude of Great Britain in the Transvaal and 
in Afghanistan, this sudden and extreme 
sensibility about the rights of the weak, 
when the strong happen to be Arabian 
slave-traders, is at once comic and pa- 
thetic. Solicitude for the welfare of peo- 
ple for whose condition Great Britain is 
not responsible is accompanied with pro- 
found indifference to the welfare of peo- 
ple for whose condition Great Britain is 
responsible. 

The abandonment of the Soudan, espe- 
cially since it has become evident that 
there is no money in it, is therefore the 
dictate of common sense, and to attempt 
retaining any sort of control over it would 
be nothing short of imbecility. But Great 
Britain simply cannot abandon GORDON 
without a national dishonor. The case is 
so plain that the wonder is an expedition 
was not fitted out at Suakin two months 
ago for his rescue, and the wonder in- 
creases every day that an attempt to rescue 
him is deferred. Nearly all of Mr. Guap- 
STONE’S political misfortunes have befallen 
him in consequence of his failure to detect 
the probable course of English opinion 
upon foreign affairs, which a man so much 
his intellectual inferior as Lord PALMER- 
STON never failed instinctively to foresee. 
If he should delay until it is too late any 
attempt to deliver GorpDoN, the failure 
will prove to be the most disastrous blun- 
der of Mr. GLADSTONE’S career. 


TAR AND FEATHERS. 


The Rev. Mr. DELO, who presides over 
a Lutheran congregation near Troy, re- 
cently informed his hearers, during the 
course of a farewell sermon, that he ex- 
pected to continue to preach the Gospel 
when a majority of them would be in hell. 
This remark was bitterly resented, although 
it occurred in the course of a scathing de- 
nunciation of various members of the con- 
gregation. Why it should have excited so 
much anger is not very clear. Lutheranism 
distinctly teaches that hell will be the abid- 
ing-place of the great majority of man- 
kind. It is the place for which sinners 
are bound, and Mr. DELO’s hearers are in 
the habit of confessing that they are mis- 
erable sinners. Still, however true the re- 
mark may have been, it was perhaps un- 
wise for the Pastor to make it from the 
pulpit, for his prophecy that he would con- 
tinue to preach the Gospel had a little the 
look of boasting. 

It is asserted that the aggrieved mem- 
bers of Mr. DELO’s congregation propose 
totar and feather him at an early day. 
Such conduct will be a mistake. No 
Lutheran minister can be punished with 
tar and feathers who has not been tried and 
convicted by a General Synod. What the 
aggrieved Lutherans need to do is to study 
the Newman quarrel and apply for an 
injunction restraining Mr. DELO from 
preaching. In the meantime, if they are 
wise they will endeavor to shun the fate 
prophesied for them by Mr. DELO, and 
thus fill him with disappointment and dis- 


gust. 


By the fire in ‘‘ the dry goods district,” 
on Tuesday night, property to thé value 
of more than $200,000 was destroyed. It 
is in this portion of this city that fires, 
when they do occur, are almost always de- 
structive. The buildings are lofty, com- 
pact, and crowded with valuable goods, 
Fire risks are taken in the locality at high 
rates. For two years the merchants, 
bankers, and underwriters of insurance 
companies have besought the city to aid 
them in providing adequate means for 
extinguishing fires in their district. 
One of the most hopeful schemes which 
has sprung out of this discussion of ways 
and means ‘is the Ramapo water scheme, 
which might have been completed and in 
operation to-day if the City Government, 
more especially the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners, had not dawdled feebly 
with the subject. There was no lack of 
water on Tuesday night, but it could not 
be carried sufficiently high into the burn- 
ing building. The Ramapo plan provides 
for the delivery of streams of water 300 
feet high. Assuming this to be a feasible 
plan, the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
may expect to be held morally responsible 
for many and great losses of property by 
fire. , 


The Spanish Government in Cuba, as 
appears by the Havana dispatches, under- 
stands the art of cooking dispatches, and 
freely practices the same. Instead of 
AGUERO’s being the only organized insur- 
rection the frightful misgovernment of the 
island has produced its natural results in 
the form of risings unconnected with each 
other or with any general scheme, ap- 
pearing spontaneously in many places 
at once. The Spanish forces may 
be able to quell these risings, but 
as the Government has not the 
power to keep order, even in the cities, 
this is unlikely. Even if these insurrec- 
tions are put down, so long as the cause 
remains, the effects of rebellion will fol- 
low, and the cause is simply the incurable 
corruption and tyranny of the rule of 
Spain in her colonies, which has lost her 
all her once enormous possessions in the 
New World, with a few exceptions, of 
which Cuba is the most important. It 
seems improbable that Cuba will continue 
much longer to constitute one of the ex- 
ceptions. 


A novel newspaper war is{raging in that 
usually quiet suburb known as Harlem. The 
combatants are a small weekly paper and an 
eanally effete daily sheet that have combined in 


a controversy with Joun Hamirron, the mana- 


ger of the Mount Morris Theatre, who does bat- 
.tle against both with his stage programme. The 
manager claims that the papers are running 
down his theatre because he refuses to advertise 
in ;their columns. He has dubbed one the 
Weekly Wash-tub and the other he elegantly 
terms the Evening Skin. The papers charge his 
orchestra with performing the same music every 
night for five months, and find fault with his 
ushers and his scenery. .In the columns of his 
programme he carries the warinto Africa. He 
calls the editors frauds and black-mailers, and 
sagely informs them that “it takesa journalist 
to run a newspaper, nota farmer.” If the con- 
troversy continues, an appreciative public may 
be expected to run up the circulation of the pro- 
gramme to immense figures, ana Mr. HamiTon 
may find it necessary to put a printing press into 
his theatre and turn the establishment into a 
newspaper office, and so meet his enemies on an 
equal footing. 


THE ATTACK ON SENATOR EDMUNDS. 
From the Evening Post. 

Senator Edmunds’s letter to Mr. William 
Walter Phelps must have given that gentleman 
a bad quarter of an hour. Mr. Phelps had 
alleged, in effect, that Mr. Edmunds, while own- 
ing an interest in the securities of the Burlington 
and Missouri Railroad, had supported in the Sen- 
ate a bill “ to restore the land grant to the road.” 
Mr. Edmunds informs him that he never did any- 
thing of the kind. He finds, by an examination 
of his old account-books,‘that some three months 
after the passage of the Burlingtop and Mis- 
souri bill hesubscribed for some stock in the com- 
pany and paid the same price for it that other 
people were then paying; that he held-it some 
years, and then sold it in the open market for the 
Same price that other people were selling at. In 
order that Mr. Phelps may not fall into similar 
errors if he has any future occasion to write let- 
ters for publication concerning Mr. Edmunds, he 
invites Mr. Phelps to come to his house and ex- 
amine his books and papers, which will be freely 
placed at his disposal. Mr. Edmunds draws 
no parallel between his own record and 
that of Mr. Blaine, but the public can readily 
supply the omission. In order to put Mr. 
Edmunds in a similar predicament, he ought to 
have written to the Burlington and Missouri 
people, pointing out the great service he had 
rendered them in his official character as Senator 
as a reason for being let in on the ground floor, 
and telling them that he “ would not be a dead- 
head in the enterprise,” because he could make 
himself useful in “‘ various channels,” and that 
he would like to have “a definite proposi- 
tion.” To make the parallel complete, he 
ought to have said afterward in a public 
debate that the Burlington and Missouri 
Road derived no benefit whatever from the 
legislation of Congress or from his vote, 
and when his letters proving the contrary were 
about to be laid before an investigating com- 
mittee, he should have been thrown into a state 
of extreme agitation and terror. and have gone 
to the holder of the letters and. implored him to 
spare him (Edmunds) from exposure and ruin. 
Failing to move the stony-hearted man by such 
appeals, he should have borrowed the letters on 
a promise to return them, and then he should 
have violated his promise and kept them till some 
of them were dragged from him by an imperious 
public opinion. We trust that Mr. Phelps in his 
reply will trace the parallel to the end and not 
stop half-way.

NEW-YORK MERCHANTS SWINDLED 


A SERIES OF INGENIOUS PRAUDS COME TO 
LIGHT IN READING. 

READING, Penn., April 30.—Sufficient evi- 
dence was developed to-day to enatle persons 
here to know that quite a number of New-York 
merchants have been swindled by unknown per- 
sons, who ordered goods and gave forged 
checks in payment, undoubtedly receiving small 
cash amounts, the excess between the face value 


of the checks and the amount of the bill of sale. 
To-day Henry Loch, a clothier here, received the 
following from New-York: 

DEAR SIR: We received a check dated April 16, 
1884, for $50, drawn by David Loeb & Brother on the 
First National Bank of Reading, and indorsed by 
Henry Loeb. This check is returned to usas “ No ac- 
count here.”” Do you know anything about this mat- 
ter,and have you the organ that wassent for this 
check? Answer by return mail. Yours respectfully, 

MASON & HAMLIN O. AND P. CO, 

Mr. Loeb says he ordered no or; and gaveno 
such check, and refuses to take the organ from 
the station. Joseph Loeb, a broker, of No. 12 
South Sixth-street, received a card from New- 
York stating that the refrigerators ordered by 
him had been shipped. Thinking it merely a mis- 
take, he threw the notice away. An hour 
later he was informed that a draft against 
him for $50 had been received at the 
First National Bank. Mr. Loeb pronounced 
it a forgery and reiterated the statement 
in regard to similar papers for $74 and $102 
which were soon afterward received. Henry 
Loeb, a clothier, also received a notice from New- 
York informing him that his agent had bought 
trusses and had presented the check of Mr. Loeb 
in payment, receiving a considerabie cash bal- 
ance in change. Mr. Loeb was also informed 
during the day that 10,000 fire-brick were at the 
Philadelphia and Reading freight station waiting 
his orders: As he had purchased neither trusses 
nor fire-brick he refused to receive them. Some 
time ago a dozen different merchantsin Pbila- 
deiphia were swindled by a sharper in the same 
way, who used the name of Adam Johnston, a 
leading iron man bere. 
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FOURTEEN LIVES LOST. 


BURNED TO DEATH BY A POOR-HOUSE TAK- 
ING FIRE. 


KALAMAZOO, Mich., April 30.—The poor- 
house of Van Buren County, located near Hart- 
ford, Mich., was burned Tuesday night, and 14 of 
the inmates lost their lives in the flames. The 
names of the patients burned are as follows:

The building was a frame structure and 
burned rapidly.

BURDENS OF SHIPPING. ...xi*\ 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Senate took 
up to-day the bill to remove certain burdens on: 
the American merchant marine and to encour- 


age the American foreign carrying trade. The 
bill is substantially that which passed the House 
of Representatives last week, but without the 
clause abolishing the hospital tax and the free 
ships amendment. The Senate bill provides for 
@ drawback of the duty paid on materials 
imported into the United States for ship- 
building for foreign account, less 10 per cent., 
and has clauses limiting the individual liabilities 
of ship-owners, and for a subsidy to American 
vessels of one dollar per mile for carrying ocean 
mails. Mr. Beck made a long speech in opposi- 
tion to the measure, as not striking at the root of 
the trouble with the American merchant marine. 
It was no satisfaction, Mr. Beck said, to an 
American ship-owner, who was losing money in 
trying to compete with an English owner 
who used cheaper ships, to be told 
that the builder on the Delaware or 
the Hudson made money by selling him a high- 
priced ship. Mr. Beck expressed strong disap- 
proval of class legislation and subsidies, and 
pointed out that Americans paid $150,000,000 a 
year to foreigners for carrying their ocean 
freight. He protested against the American 
Congress giving’ to foreigners a monopoly 
of the great free ocean highway, and ex- 
pressed amazement that our miserable, _ bar- 
barous, shameless navigation laws were still 


retained on the statute-books. Mr. Beck’s rem- 
edy for the decline of the merchant marine was 
to give Americans fair play on the free highway. 
Ship-owners should be relieved from the extor- 
tions of the present laws. Then they should be 
allowed to buy their ships wherever they could 
do so to the best peter g my free from all restric- 
tions. The ships should be given free materials, 
free registry, free stores, and free services of all 
Government offices at homeandabroad,and liberal 
pay should be allowed for all services performed 
or the Government. Mr. Beck was not prepared 
to say that even then our ocean carrying trade 
would be built up very fast. That could not be 
Gee ee a the protective tariff system re- 
mained, r. Beck paid his compliments to the 
protectionists who want to repeal the internal 
revenue taxes. Free whisky and free tobauco 
he said, with taxes doubled on clothing and 
necessaries, was, the rallying cry of the protec- 
tionists for the next campaign. : 

Mr. Frye, who has charge of the Shipping bill, 
and who cannot keep quiet when free ships are 
proposed, asked Mr. Beck several questions, 
which brought an avowal from the Kentucky 
Senator that he would not bring in free ships for 
the coasting trade while the protective tariff was 
in force, as that would not be just under present 
circumstances. Mr. Frye replied, with the air of 
one who had scored a big point, that he, asan 
American, would not go abroad to buy ships 
when he was to be restricted as to where he 
should sail them. 

“ Then,” responded Mr. Beck, * the right to do 
so would do you no harm.” 

“ That’s right: that’s the idea,” said several 
Democrats, and Mr. Beck smiled. 

Mr. Frye declared that, with a free regi . in 
case of war between France and England, the 
whole English merchant marine fleet would come 
under the American flag. ** And then,” he asked, 
“where would the American merchant ma- 
rine be?” Mr. Frye asserted that the decline of 
American shipping was not due to ournavigation 
laws. Mr. Frye spoke earnestly of the neglect of 
our shipping interests by Congress for the last 
25 years. and denied that the tariff had anything 
to do with the decline. Then Mr. Frye declared 
that Mr. Beck’s free ship proposition seemed 
to him utterly destructive to the Ameri- 
can merchant marine. He argued that, 
no matter where a ship was built, it 
could not compete with a foreign vessel under 
the English flag, or the German or French 
flag, because of the great difference in 
the wages of officers and men, the absence of 
costly fees, and the post subsidies paid by other 
countries for mail service. The simple transfer 
of a sailor from a foreign vessel to an American 
ship advanced his wages at once. Mr. Bayard 
asked what magic it was that did this, and Mr. 
Frye replied that it was the protective tariff. 

“Then,” said Mr. Bayard, ** the logica! conclu- 
sion is that a protective tariff is inconsistent 
with American ship-owning ?” 

“It is inconsistent with the reduction of Amer- 
ican wages,” answered the Senator from Maine. 
Mr. Frye declared that if ships were admitted 
free 400 old Enlish ships would come into our 
ports at once, only to be broken up for iron and 
steel, which would thus escape paying duties, 
and 400 unseaworthy vessels which could be 
bought at cheap rates would be brought in to 
furnish good coffins for our sailors, provided 
these vessels were shut out of the English regis- 
try. as was proposed by the Chamberlain measure 
now pending in England. 

Discussion on the Shipping bill will be resumed 
to-morrow. Mr. Beck will strive to have the 
House free ships amendment made a part of the 
measure, but his success is very doubtful. The 
advocates of subsidies are likely to press their 
views with persistency, and may secure the adop- 
tion of the provision forthem. The House will 
not agree to it, however, and it is not improbable 
that the Shipping bill will fail, or emerge from 
Congress shorn of most of its important provis 


ions. ee ee 
PROSPECTS OF THE TARIFF BILL. 
Mr. Dorsheimer, of New-York, will be 
the first speaker for the Tariff bill in the House 
to-morrow. He has prepared his speech with 
great care,and although he has been heard only 
two or three times since he took his seat he hag 


established a reputation as an orator which will 
insure him a large and attentive audience both 
in the House and the galleries. Since the debate 
began upor the Tariff bill the revenue re- 
formers have become more confident that 
the bill will be passed. It is understood that 
they have satisfied themselves by a canvass 
of the Senate that they can depend upon 
enough -Repubiican votes to pass the bill in:the 
be i ae branch of Congress if they can it out 
of the House. It is not yet certain that Mr. Car- 
lisle will speak. Some Democrats say’ that*he 
ought to be satisfied to stand uponshis-record; 
that he can say nothing now that-would. add to 
his reputation as a revenue reform advocate, 
while he might be led into a controversy:that 
would embarrass himas Speaker. These-Dem- 
ocrats are of the Randall stripe, and their R- 
ions are very like those of Republicans who 

discussed the propriety of Mr. Carlisle’s taking 
the floor to speak. Mr. Hewitt, of New-York, 
was the principal speaker in support of the Mor 
rison bill to-day.

TO RELIEVE NEW-YORK MERCHANTS. 
Secretary Folger, in his last report to 
Congress, briefly directed attention toa matter 
of considerable interest to New-York merchants. 
He said: ** The oaths required to be taken before 
Collectors, when entries of merchandise are 


made, are asaruleformal. They cause incon- 
venience to importers by compelling their per- 
sonal attendance at the Custom-house. They de- 
ter not the dishonest from fraudulent entries. 
They add not to the security of entries by hon- 
orable merchants. A simple declaration. by 
the importers, attested by a notary, sanctioned 
pe penalties, would prove a relief to mer- 
chants and be as safe. Acting upon this 
suggestion, Mr. John J. Adams to-day intro- 

duced a bill amending section 2,805 of the Re-. ~ 
vised Statutes, which directs how oaths shall be 
taken, by adding the following provision: “* Pro- 
vided that in the district of New-York such 
oaths may be administered by such notaries pub- 
lic as may be designated by the Collector of Cus- 
toms for the port of New-York and approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury.” The existing 
law requires the —— appearance at the Cus- 
tom-house of the merchant importing mer- 
chandise, and the regulation which compels 
them to close causes a great loss of time and 
personal inconvenience to go long distances to 
the Custom-House, to be there detained: perhaps 
an hour or more. ‘This has for years been com- 
plained of asa oe from which merchants 
ought to be relieved. The bill goes to the Ways 
and Means Committee, where it will receive con- 
sideration atan early day. Mr. Adams is confident 
that he will be able to obtain a prompt report, 
and that the bill can, with reasonable diligence 
on the part of the New-York members, be passe 

and approved long before the close of the session.

KEENE GOES T0 THE WALL 


AFTER PAYING OUT MILLIONS ON 
A FALLING MARKET. 
OVERWHELMED BY THE STOCKS PUT TO HIM 
ON HIS OWN PRIVILEGES HE FINALLY 

ADMITS THAT HIS MONEY IS GONE. 


Soon after the opening of the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday forenoon Wall-street was dis- 
turbed by the oft-repeated rumor that the noted 
speculator, James R. Keene, had failed, or at 
least was in great financial straits. As the day 
wore on the statement was repeated with such 
circumstantial directness that it was generally 
believed, and when at the close of business it 
became known that Mr. Keene had been com- 
pelled to refuse to honor his privileges, the state- 
ment of his failure was accepted as a positive 
fact. 

Mr. Keene was at his office, No. 30 Broad-street, 
all day, but positively refused to see any callers 
except intimate personal friends. Thousands of 
shares of stock were tendered him in his “ puts” 
during the day and honored until about 1 P. M., 
when, after paying out about $175,000 in cash, he 
instructed his secretary to inform parties pre- 


senting his privileges that he was unable to 
take any more stock. Late in the afternoon Mr. 
Keene sent out the following statement: 

“After paying out millions of dollars in cash in the 
last few months in my efforts to protect my — 
on a falling market, i have finally determined to-day 
to call a halt in the interest of those with whom I have 
business.” 

After dispatching this note to various points 
Mr. Keene left his office and, with his counsel and 
friend, Mr. 8. L. M. Barlow, went up town. The 
embarrassed speculator was at his residence last 
night, but he denied himself to all callers. : 

The real cause of Mr. Keene's failure, which is 
said to be utterand irretrievable, was the shrink- 

last Fall in Northern Pacific and kindred 
stocks, and the shrinkage on the numerous blocks 
of stocks which, in the language of the Street, 
have been “ put’ to him on his privileges for 
the t year andahalf. Up to three years ago 
Mr. Keene was a persistent bull, and realized 
enormous profits. Heturned bear when stocks 
were at their highest, and after some few 
months of inactivity in the market again 
realized almost fabulous profits, For a year or 
two he was rather inactive. About two years 
ago, when business became dull, he ente the 
field, up to that time almost monopolized by Mr. 
Russell Sage, as an active writer of “ puts” and 
“calls.” This he did against the earnest advice 
of many of his warmest friends. For a time he 
was successful, and the same good fortune which 
bad attended ail his enterprises since his arrival 
in New-York seemed to wait upon himin his 
new calling. But when the market, after dragging 
along without much movement either way, be-

by plucky but unsuccessful attempts to retrieve 
the position which he had lost. Ona falling mar- 
ket stocks in enormous volume were tendered 
him, and his accumulated millions began to melt. 
After using up his available means he resorted to 
montagne his property in New-York and New- 

rt, and this too, it is believed, will be swal- 
owed up in the general wreck. 

About a year ago Mr. Keene became convinced 
that the bottom had been reached, and he again 
aged forces of the “bull.” He went into 

he market boidly and indiscriminately, it is 
said, and faced loss upon loss with the utmost 
bravery, until some conservative houses in the 
Street became alarmed, and in many cases refused 
to operate for their customers on the privileges 
bearing Mr. Keene’s signature. Finally he was 

bitten with the Northern Pacific mania, and it is 
stated on the authority of those who have known 
all about his affairs that he suffered heavier 
losses in the collapse of the ex-Villard stocks 
than did any other person. All this time the 
coolness and foresight which had marked his 
operations since his advent in New-York in the 

all of 1876 seemed to be entirely wanting, and in 
their place was manifested a reckless despair 
that filled the minds of calm observers with sus- 
picion and alarm. 

Mr. Keene has been in need of ready money for 
the past six months, and to obtain this he resort- 
ed to writing privileges in a fashion which caused 
a great many of the operators of the Street to 
believe that he had lost his head. With a market 
falling almost daily, he would issue “ puts” at or 
very near the market price, and. failing to pro- 
tect himself by short sales, which his position as 
@ bull rendered impossible, he found himself 
about three months ago saddled with a load 
of stocks, principally of Erie, Western Union, 
end Union Pacific, together with an enormous 
amount of the riff-raff and worthless securities 
which have been sprung on the Street since 
the beginning of the “boom” period, esti- 
mated in.all at about 600,000 shares. These he 
was compelled to sell, but for all that did not | 
change his position, but continued to issue privi- 
lege after privilege, each one almost as soon as 
written showing hima loss. This course tended | 
to aid in the demoralization of the market, | 
and after using up ail his available means 
Mr. Keene finally faced the inevitable, 
and yesterday, in the Street parlance, ** laid down 
on his privileges.” The amount of these extant 
is unknown, but is generaily velieved to be 250,000 
shares, mostly in Western Union, Erie, and 
Tnion Pacific. A gentleman who is closely con- 
nected with Mr. Keene said last night that the 
latter called upon him yesterday and informed 
him that his total outlays for losses in operations 
in oil, grain, stock, and stocks priveliges in the 
past two years had been more than $4,000,000, of 
which $1,500,000 had been paid out since Dec. 1. 
Mr. Keene said furthermore that his cash dis- 
bursements for losses in stock put to him during 
the last three weeks was over $400,000. 

Mr. Keene’s friend said that the unfortunate 
speculator wasabsolutcly ruined; that all hisown 
property was gone, and very likely that settled 
upon his wife during the last 10 years. Mr. 

eene had informed him that since Jan. ] he has 
had no adequate idea of where he stood,but had 
gone on in the firm belief that with the great 
resources of the country, coupled with the tre- 
mendous fall in prices of all securities, a turn- 
ing-point was at hand, and that the expected 
advance in stocks would, if not place him 
on the same plane of prosperity as 
before, at least return him a_ large 
share of the enormous fortune he had sunk 
since the beginning of his misfortunes. Mr. 
Keene's friend said that Mr. Keene had acted 
throughout with the most scrupulous honor, 
and as late as yesterday, when offers of nearly 
helfa million dollars in cash were voluntarily 
tendered him by friends who wished to assist 
him, he deciined to accept the money.as he 
feared his position was such that inevitable loss 
would resuit to those tendering the aid. 

Mr. Keene’s history is a notable one, and his 
present misfortunes, notwithstanding he has 
aroused bitter antagonism during his career on 
the Pacific coast and in New-York, have called 
out many expressions of sympathy. James R. 
Keene was born in 1834, and early in life started 
on his eventful career peddling milk in the streets 
of San Francisco. In this business, being natu- 
rally very frugal and economical, he was quite 
successful and accumulated a moderate compe- 
tency. He was among the first of the wide- 
awake speculators in San Francisco to foresee the 

t oops in mining speculations, and in 

established himself asa broker. He went in 
boldly and ina short time doubled his capital, 
manifesting from the first the same audacity 
and pluck which have marked all his subsequent 
operations. He soon attracted the attention of 
Ralston,of Bank of California fame, and through 
the latter’s influence rose from a curbstone broker 
with merely a pad running about from office to 
office soliciting business, to an influential mem- 
ber of the San Francisco Stock Exchan In 
this position Keene’s operations were carried on 
with a degree of boldness and succeas that soon 
made him a power on the Street. 

Mr. Keene was one of the first to turn to ac- 
count the discovery of the bonanza in the Com- 
stock lode, and_ when the deal in California and 
Consolidated Virginia was made he is said to 
have realized an enormous profit. He not only 
got out at the top, but subsequently sucessfully 
engineered a bear movement in the same 
stocks, coming out with a fortune believed to 
be fully $3,000,000. This was in October, 
1874, and for the two succeeding years he 
was emgaged in winding up his affairs 
on the Pacitic coast preparatory to his removal 
to New-York. Prior to his coming here, in 1875, 
when President Ralston, of the Bank of Califor- 
nia, committed suicide, bringing about a panic 
in San Francisco, Keene, in company with D. 0. 
Mills and other capitalists, reorganized the bank 
and placed it upon a sound basis, restoring pup- 
lic confidence. He reached this city in 1876, and 
at once struck hands with Jay Gould in the 
celebrated Atlantic and Pacitie Telegraph spec- 
ulation, in which the same daring recklessness 
was displayed in a manner that caused the New- 
York speculators to open their eyes with aston- 
isnment. He continued to operate with Mr. 
Gould till the Fall of 1877, when a disagreement 
ee peewrece Chom. and stave ae time = two 

Operators have m generally re- 
garded as bitter opponents. He continued to 
operate on an enormous scale, and a former 
broker of his said last night that in the Fall of 
1878 Mr. Keene's actual property would easily 
have realized $9,000,000, of which he had $2,400,000 
in cont lying idle in the office of the said broker. 

In eene’s restless mind turned to other 
fields of activity and he joined inthe celebrated 
wheat corner in Chicago, losing by his operations 
fully $1,750,000. He was also about the same time 
an enormous holder of stocks, notably that of 
the Central Railroad of New-Jersey, which he 

rsistently and defiantly carried down from par 

40, losing, it is estimated, at least $3,000,000 in 
less than a month in this particular stock 
alone. When the boom opened, Mr. Keene's 
prophetic eye saw the great future, and 
n operations on a scale the like of which 

not before been witnessed in the New-York 
Stock Exchange. He we main bought the whole 
list and held on, adding from his profits new lines 
of stocks and holding them ali almost until the 
rise culminated and then selling out at just the 
right time. Inthe Spring of 1880 he dispatched 
special agents throughout the North-west, and, 
obtaining early and accurate information about 
the growing cro bought the ** Grangers’” 
stocks, especially St. Paul. conying it from 60 to 
115, and _ selling it out to a syndicate headed 
by a well-known German operator. Then Keene 
turned bear, and reaped princely returns from 
both operations. Im the Fall of that year, which 
was marked by the beginning of a Winter un- 
paces for severity in the North-west, Keene 
urned a pronounced bear, and in March of 
the following Spring he entered into the 
campaign in the same extensive scale that 
bad marked his efforts on the up tack

Wit 
Guiteau’s shot Mr. Keene’s fortunes began to 
mend, and he was for awhile again hailed as a 
successful and daring operator. 

Keene operated from that time on quite largely 
in oil, and was one of the leading spirits in the 
Tidewater Pipe Line Company, about the only 
company that ever coped even with partial suc- 
cess with its powerful rival, the Stan monop- 
oly. While thus engaged he began issuing privi- 
leges in oil, and for a time he was a leading spec- 
ulator in that commodity, realizing in 
the Summer of 1883 very large profits, 
when ofl was boomed from 9 cents 
to $1 20. Of late he has done but little 
in this line, as the oil operators had the same 
distrust of his privileges that prevatled among 
the stock people. He invested largely in out- 
side and unproductive enterp ef in 
the Equitable Gas-light Company, n which he 
is said to nave put $1,000, which is tightly 
locked up. In the heyday of his fortune Mr. 
Keene became enamored of the turf, and for a 
time, by the help of Spendthrift and the cele- 
brated Foxhall, the same fortune that attended 
him in Ts else smiled upon him there, 
but for the last 18 months he has been gradually 
withdrawing from sporting circles, and has now 
no active interests in racing. 

In person James R. Keene is tall and slender, 
with heavy black eyebrows, piercing gray ¢ es, 
and high cheek bones, such as usually c r- 
ize persons of a consumptive nature. His health 
has not been good for many years, rendering 
him at times quite irritable, giving rise to the be- 
lief that he was ill-natured, which, his friends 
say, is not the case. His face is utterly without 
expression, and he has always had the rare fac- 
ulty of meeting any turn in fortune with com- 
— imperturbability and a philosophy which 

as amazed those nearest to him. He resides in

CLOSE OF THE INTER-STATE CONFERENCE 
AT PITTSBURG. 

PirtspurG, Penn., April 30.—The pro- 
ceedings of the colored men’s inter-State Con- 
ference to-day were decidedly interesting. The 
chiet feature of the morning was the introduc- 
tion of resolutions by Major Downing, of 
Rhode Island, declaring that the Democratic 
and Republican managers have not, as a rule, re- 
spected the rights and proper feelings of colored 
citizens in the management of their parties, and 
directing the appointment of a commit- 


tee to meet after the Presidential Con- 
ventions and issue an address to colored 
voters and advise them what policy to 
pursue in their campaign. Major pe | 
moved that the resolutions be considered wit 

closed dooi's, but an animated debate ended in 
the withdrawal of the motion. H. Price Will- 
iams of Philadelphia, created a sensation by ad- 
vocating the use of dynamite as a means of se- 
curing political recognition and the extension to 
colored men of the privilege of engaging in me- 
chanical and business pursuits. 

The afternoon session was boisterous and ex- 
citing. Mr. Williams, of Philadelphia, attempt- 
ed at the outset to have the conference 
place itself on record against a protective 
tariff, but his resolution to that effect 
was smothered. The introduction of the 
report of the Committee of Resolutions, con- 
demning the recent Supreme Court civil rights 
decision, furnished an opportunity for a num- 
ber of impassioned addresses. Delegate 
Foster, of Virginia, was hooted when 
he declared the decision was wise. 
The report was adopted, however, b 
an almost unanimous vote. The political fait 
of the delegates was tested when the committee 
reported with a favorable recommendation the 
resolutions offered by Major Downing at the 
morning session. It was tabled by the decisive 
vote of 32to 21. The leaders of the conference 
profess to be well pleased with the result. 


OONTROLLER KNOX'S SUCCESSOR. 

WasHINGTON, April 30.—Mr. Henry W. 
Cannon was to-day nominated to sueceed 
Mr. John J. Knox as Controller of the Cur- 
rency. Mr. Cannon is Cashier of the Lumber- 
man’s National Bank, at Stillwater, Minn. His 
appointment is wondered at somewhat, and 
principally upon the ground that he 
can have had no opportunity in the 
position he has occupied to prepare 
himself for the important post he is called 
upon to fill. The reasons given for the Cannon 
appointment are that he was recommended by 
officers of the national banks throughout the 


| country, and also by the retiring Controller, Mr. 


Knox. Itis further explained that Mr. Knox's 
appointment was credited to the State of Minne- 
sota, and that that State was entitled to have 
the office filled upon the selection of some 
one who was in a position to direct how 
atronage falling to it should be disposed of. 
senator Sabin, it seems, controlled the appoint- 
ment, and he selected Mr. Cannon, who not only 
lives in the same town as the Senator, but has 
been intimately associated with him, the Senator 
transacting business in the bank of which Mr. 
Cannon is Cashier. Among persons who are dis- 
posed to find fault the fact that officers of the 
national banks and the late Controller unite in 
pressing Mr. Cannon is spoken of as being a too 
unanimous approval by men who are apt to re- 
quire reciprocal attentions. 


Str. Paci, Minn., April 30.—H. W. Can- 
non who was nominated to-day as Controller of 
the Currency, was born in Delhi, N. Y., in 1849, 
and before he had reached his majority was 
Teller in the First National Bank in his native 
town. He left there in 1870, coming directly to 
St. Paul. For less than a year he was connected 
with the Second National Bank in St. Paul, and 
in 1871 he removed to Stillwater, where he organ- 
ized the Lumberman’s National Bank, of that 
city. Immediately after its organization he was 
made Cashier of the bank, a position he has held 
for nearly 13 years. During this period he has 
been identified with most of the noteworthy busi- 
ness interests in that city. He is Secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Secretary, Treasurer, 
and General Manager of the water and gas com- 
panies, whose organizations and effective work- 
ings were and have been under his charge. Mr. 
Cannon is married and has several children.

ROWELL AND FITZGERALD THE 
LEADERS. 
THE TRAINERS OF BOTH MEN FULL OF CON- 
FIDENCE—THE ENGLISHMAN CLOSE TO 
HIS BEST RECORD. 

The third day of the leg contest at 
Madison-Square Garden differed little from its 
predecessors. Throughout the day Rowell pre- 
sented the curious anomaly of being four feet in 
the rear of aman and yet nine miles ahead of 
him. He followed Fitzgerald around like a 
shadow, but the awkward ex-Alderman was not 
a bit discomfited, and scored up mile after mile 
without going to his room. The contest was 
finally narrowed down to nine men, all of whom 
claim to have ability to hold out to the finish. If 
their trainers are to be believed they are all in 
prime condition and suffering from no bodily 
ailments. Their jaded, worn-out appearance, 
though, belies the statement. Even Rowell, the 
freshest-looking man of the lot, appears as 
though he wished it were over. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock in the morning Burrell, 
the colored walker, withdrew from the race with 
180 miles and 2 laps to his credit. He was not nn- 
well and did not look out of form, but he thought 
it was no use continuing the race, as he could not 
cover enough miles to regain his entrance fee. 
About 8 o’clock men on their way to business 
dropped into the Garden for a short time, ana 


again it presented an animated appearance. The 
pedestrians, who had grown tired of ee 
to empty benches, seemed to be _ inspire 

with new life, and they ran and walked 
with more vigor. Thompson was the next man 
to retire. He sent word of his withdrawal at 
7:25, and said he had a badstomach. His score 
was 161 miles and 4 Japs. Campana also an- 
nounced his retirement from the race, and the 
71 miles, which have been an eye-sore to the 
scorers, was taken down from the bulletin. The 
score at noon stood: Rowell, 292 miles 2 laps; 
Fitzgerald, 280 8; Noremac, 262 1; Herty, 261 6; 
Vint, 257; Panchot, 251; Elson, 244; Day, 217, 
and Nitaw-eg-Ebow, 128. 

The figures 300 were put opporte Rowell'’s 
name at 1:24 in the afternoon. e had been on 
the track for nearly 12 hours, running around 
most of the timeonajog. His long Winter's 
training stands him in good stead. With the ex- 
ception of slightly sore feet he was in good con- 
dition, and his trainers were confident of his 
ability to maintain his lead. He will not beat the 
record unless forced todoso. His trainers hu- 
mor hisappetite as much as possible. Fitzgerald 
will not allow him to do much loafing. The Long 
Island City Alderman has succeeded so far be- 
yond the expectations of his most sanguine 
friends. His trainers say that he will make 
Rowell cover 600 miles or lose the race. He is an 
easy man to handle and lets liquor alone. His 
diet consists of beef tea, thin oat-meal, and 
well-beaten eggs. Occasionally he refreshes 
himself with a cupful of mustard and soda. Day 
pluckily kept the track and watched his growing 
record with satisfaction. A gilded horse-shoe 
was presented to him during the afternoon, and 
he hung it outside his quarters with a red, white, 
and blue ribbon. A bottle of old Scotch whisky 
was sent to Noremac’s tent, but histrainers hid it 
under the bed. They will permit him to take 
nothing stronger than beer. He held third place 
with ease. The shoe-maker Vint kept his pace 
well, despite aslight weakness in his right knee. 
The Indian siept soundly in his tent. He told his 
trainers that there would be trouble if they 
woke himup. The negro Burrell was prostrated 
by his effort to reach 200 miles. At 3 o'clock he 
lay exhausted in his cot under the care of his 
wife.

Rowell 
dogged Fitzgeraid around the track for a 
few miles. The tall Alderman refused to be wor- 
ried and offered to run the stout-legged Briton a 
race. They spun around the track for a few laps 
shoulder to shoulder, but the Englishman proved 
the faster man. Frequent skirmishes of this 
kind with Herty and Noremac pushed him close 
up to his best record. At4o’clock he was only 
1l miles behind nis March, 1882, record for the 
same number of hours. His average speed since 
the race began to yesterday noon wasa trifle 
over six miles an hour.

Occasionally he made himself useful to 
the trainers. At 4:05 Rowell went in fora rest, 
but Fitzgerald kept on with his steady, swingin 
gait, and reduced the lead two miles inside of 2 
minutes. ‘ Better come in, Pat, and not try to 
do too much,” said his trainer, as he broke into 
a quick run. “Let me alone,” was the reply, 
“T’m all right.” 

“Talk about endurance,” said the trainer toa 
reporter, “that man’s tougher’n ee 72k & His 
early trainin’ ain’t gone for nothin’.

A DYNAMITE SCARE, 


AN ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP THE PARLIAMENT 
HOUSE IN TORONTO. 


Toronto, April 30.—Toronto was thrown 
into the greatest excitement this afternoon by 
the report that dynamite had been discovered in 
the Parliament buildings, and the excitement 
was not abated in the least by the rumor 
that Dr. Cosse, the Chicago man who 
spent the last few weeks in Ottowa 
and who alleged that he knew the details of a 
dynamite plot, had arrived in Toronto from 
Ottawa last night. For several months there 
have been rumors of a dynamite plot and just 
previous to 8t, Patrick’s Day extra precau- 
tions had been taken to guard the 


building from the attempts of miscreants 
who were suspected of harboring designs on the 
public buildings. Itis well known here that at 
the time of the raid the Fenians received more 
than sympathy from “ patriots” in Toronto, and 
one of them was known to have men, arms, and 
ammunition ready for a rising. Though this 
man is now a Senator, there was talk at the time 
of oe him for high treason. 

The Parliament buildings are completely iso- 
lated from all other structures, and consist of 
a long rambling pile of red brick buildings. 
This afternoon, about 2:30 o'clock, a son of 
one of the caretakers, Willie MacDonald, was 
playing around the western end of the 
puildings in which are situated the Crown lands 
offices. From the ventilator under the window 
= the Commissioner of Crown Lands 
office he saw a roll of paper _protrud- 
boy-like, his curiosity —_ was 
aroused. He ulled it out, and h w 
that it had an importance of the gravest kind, 
fora dynamite cartridge was discovered. Wire 
and a fuse were attached, and though the con- 
nection has not yet been traced to a bat- 
tery, there is not the slightest ‘doubt that 
they were ready for explosion at a very short 
notice. The mingled consternation and excite- 
ment was great in the extreme, and the word 
was immediately passed round the  build- 
ings of the “find” being made. The Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands, the Librarian, 
and the chief clerks were at once on the 
scene, and the situation was deemed so grave as 
to demand an instant search of the whole of 
the buildings. Every crevice and nook were 
peered into, but nothing was found till the 
central portion was reached at the front, when 
in the ventilator corresponding to the one in the 
western end, under the steps approaching the 
Speaker's chambers, two more cartridges were 
found ina similar position. 

The dynamite was in two cartridges, the wire 
was attached. and preparations had been made 
for the attachment of the fuse, which lay a short 
distance from the cartridges. This demonstrates 
that the miscreants had been disturbed in their 
purpose and compelled suddenly to abandon it. 

The officials at the Parliament Buildings say 
that they have not seen any suspicious persons 
about the buildings lately. The cartridges, how- 
ever, must have been placed in these 
ventilators to-day, else they would have 
been discovered before. The cartridges found 
are six inches long by an inch and a half in 
diameter. They weigh between a quarter and 
a half pound. They are called “ &tna No. 
2," and are manufactured by the 4tna Pow- 
der Company, of Chicago..Across the end 
of the shell of the cartridge is _ printed 
in large type “ Forty per cent.,”’ this doubtless 
being the proportion of nitro-glycerine. The 
shells appeased to have been néwly oiled to keep 
out moisture. ‘There is enough in that cai tridge,” 
said Mr. McDonald, a gentleman who had one 
of the cartridges in his hands, ** to blow up either 
the east or the west wing of the Parliament 
Buildings.” The cartridge was capped and fixed 
in such a position by wire that a long fuse could 
be attached without difficulty and fired without 
danger to the dynamiter.

A LOTTERY MAN’S LIBEL SUIT AGAINST A 
PHILADELPHIA NEWSPAPER, 

PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—The suit of 
Maximillian A. Dauphin, “a citizen of France, 
residing in Louisiana,” and a manager of the 
Louisiana Lottery Company, against the Phila- 
delphia Times Publishing Company to re- 
cover $100,000 damages for allegea libel, 
was thrown out of court to-day. The matter 
had been brought before Judges McKinnan 
and Butler, in the United States Circuit 
Court, on a demurrer of the defendant 
to the plaintiff's declaration. The libel was said 


to exist somewhere in an editorial article printed 
on July 26, 1883, on the Louisiana Lottery Com- 
pany’s attempt to have Postmaster-General 
Gresham restrained from enforcing the act 
of 1876 forbidding the use of the mails to 
the lottery company. In a running colloquy 
among lawyers and the Judges, Judge McKen- 
nan said regarding the Louisiana lottery: ‘ This 
business here is not entitled to any protection 
whatever. It is not only unlawful, but it 
is worse. It is infamous crime. Is it possible 
that a business stigmatized by the law of Penn- 
sylvania cannot be so characterized here 
by the editor of a newspaper or any other 
citizen, notwithstanding the fact that the 
business may be lawful in Louisiana? Is it possi- 
ble that the citizens of Pennsylvania may not ex- 
poe their approval of the laws of Pennsylvania? 
t seems extraordinary, after Congress has said 
that a man who conducts such a business as the 
one now in question ougktto go to the peniten- 
tiary, that a citizen dare not express his opinion 
or oe of a law on the books. We will 
say that a man isnot amenable to the laws of 
Pennsylvania for characterizing this business as 
robbery.” The court sustained the demurrer 
and entered judgment for the defendant.

A SUIT BY NEW-YORK BROKERS. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 30.—Charles F. 
Woerishoffer, Louis Somerhoff, and F. G. Ren- 
neck, doing a brokerage business in New-York 
City under the firm name of Woerishoffer & Co., 
have commenced suit against Mr. S. T. Everett, 
of Cleveland, for the recovery of the sum of 

7,673 14. In the petition they allege 


that Everett employed and engaged them ’ 


to purchase and eseil certain stocks for 


him, and to advance money therefor, and the 
firm didso. Theyalso claim, that, as a result of 
these transactions, Everett is indebted to them 
inthe sum of $47,673 14, which sum includes a 
balance due for the purchases of stocks and the 
firm’s reasonable commissions for buying and 
selling the same. This amount, they allege,JEv- 
erett promised to pay, but failed to do so, 
notwithstanding that it was due April 11, 1883. 
The firm in its exhibit sets forth that the stocks 
urchased were Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
wake Shore, St. Paul, and Oregon Improvement. 
Everett, through his attorneys, has filed his an- 
swer, alleging that on or about May 1, 1881, he 
was the owner of 600 shares of Oregon Improve- 
ment stock, valued at $60,000 or more, and that 
he placed 1t in the hands of the piaintiffs with 
instructions to sell and to hold the proceeds of 
500 shares to meet his liabilities upon certain 
other stocks which he was about to purchase. 
They sold, the answer says, May 18, for 362 50, 
and Everett drew out of the proceeds $10,625, 
leaving $53,662 60 in the firm’s hands, which sum 
he says they still owe him. He states that he 
never directed the firm to buy or sell for him, 
and if they did so it was_without authority. 
Mr. 8. T. Everett is the ex-Presidentof the Na- 
tional of Commerce, and now manager of 
the Union National Bank. A great effort has 
been made to suppress the facts.

HINTS FOR MOVING DAY. 


WHAT TRUCKMEN SHOULD CHARGE—RIGHTS 
OF LANDLORDS AND TENANTS. : 
To-day is moving day, and although 
many tenants are satisfied with and will remain 
in their present residences, there will be enough 
of them changing quarters to fill the streets with 
truck-loads of furniture and create the usual 
amount of trouble and confusion. Household- 
ers who will have to treat with trackmen 
should understand that a city ordinance regu- 
lates the prices which may legally be charged 
for the removal of their furniture, unless they 
make a special contract with the driver, in 
which case both parties are held to it. Fora 
one-horse truck-!oad, within two miles, the rate 
allowed is $2, with 50 cents for each additional 
mile. For loading and housing to the first or 
ground floor, 50 cents may be charged, and 25 
cents extra for each additional flight of ‘stairs, 
up ordown. Fora double-truck load, for a dis- 


tance of two miles or less, $3 is allowed, 
and $1 extra for each additional mile. For load- 
ing, unloading, and housing a double-truck load 
to the first or ground floor 50 cents may be col- 
lected, and 50 cents additional for every flight of 
stairs, up or down, which the load is carried. 

What rights tenants have and their relations to 
their landlords are not as generally understood 
as they might be. This is in great measure due 
to the fact that there are circumstances peculiar 
to this city. In speaking of the subject to a 
TIMEs reporter last evening Chief-Justice Mc- 
Adam, of the City Court, thus laid down the law: 
*“ All yearly and monthly tenancies expire by 
operation of law on the Ist of May in each year, 
unless evidenced by an agreement fixing a differ- 
ent time for the termination thereof. By special 
statute, applicable to the city of New-York, 
agreements for the occupation of lands 
or tenements which do not particularly 
specify the duration of such occupation are 

eemed valid until the Ist day of May next after 
the possession under such a meut shall have 
commenced. So the Ist of May has become, by 
force of custom and law, the day on which ten- 
ancies commenceandend. Twelve o’clock noon 
is the hour at which the tenant’s term ceases. So, 
if a tenant fails to move before 12 M. the land- 
lord may obtain from the civil court in the 
district in which the proverty is situated 
or from one of the Justices of the City Court 
what is known as a hold-over process, return- 

le not less than two hours thereafter, upon the 

turn of which writ, unless good cause to the 
contrary is shown,a judgment 1s given, and a 
warrant issued to remove the over-holding 
tenant and to put the landlord into 
full possession of the premises. This will 
therefore give plenty of work to the 
Justices, clerks, and Marshals of the 10 civil 
courts, in which these proceedings will average 
on that day from 100 to 125 in each district. If 
these proceedings are not resorted to, and the 
tenant holds over, he runs the chance that the 
landlord may. at his pleasure, treat him as having 
elected to renew his lease on the same terms, 
or as a trespasser; but this option is given 
only to the landlord, on the _ theory 
that the hoiding over bein wrongful, 
the tenant cannot take advantage of 
his own wrong, while the landlord, being inno- 
cent of any wrongful act, may elect what course 
he shall pursue under the circumstances. The 
courts have gore so far as to hoid that if 
the tenant has sub-let the premises he 
must get the sub-tenant out before the 
expiration of the term, or the holding over by 
the latter will be attributed to the tenant him- 
self, with the liabilities before mentioned. But 
these liabilities are not incurrea unless the hoild- 
ing over extends into, or over, the 2d of the 
month, the law, for this purpose, taking no no- 
tice of the fractional parts of a day. 

“A difficult question sometimes arises where, 
without any fault on the part of the tenant, he 
is, os reason of sickness, either of himself or 
family, unableto remove on the day the term 
expires. This circumstance furnishes no defense 
to a hold-over proceeding, but if the sickness is 
of such acharacter as to endanger the life of 
the patient in case of removal the Marshal ‘can- 
not lawfully execute his process until the 
patient has sufficiently recovered so that the 
removal may be made in safety. In these cases 
the character of the iljness, unless apparent, is 
generally evidenced by the certificate of the at- 
tending physician. To execute the writ under 
such circumstances would be an abuse of 
authority, and if any evil consequence 
followed the warrant would not protect 
the Marshal from either a civil or 
criminal prosecution. A holding-over in such 
a case is considered as an act or visitation of 
God, and the law will not therefore imply an in- 
tention to renew the tenancy. This instance fur- 
nishes an exception to the rule before stated, on 
the theory that it is not the voluntary or wrong- 
ful act of the tenant, but one which he was pow- 
erless to prevent. 

“ Hold-overs, particularly on the Ist of May, 
are very summary in their nature, from which 
circumstance they have derived the name of 
*summary proceedings.’ Where thereis no legal 
defense presented to the magistrate, judgment 
goes, as of course, in favor of the landlord, and 
the tenant may be at once removed, the Justice 
having no power to stay the issuing of the war- 
rant of dispossession. At times the power of 
withholding the warrant is assumed by the Jus- 
tice, but hardly ever on the Ist of May, and there 
seems to be no authority in the statute to sus- 
tain such a practice at any time.” 


THE THOMAS-STREET FIRE. 


ESTIMATE OF LOSSES AND FULL LIST OF IN- 
SURANCES, 


Fire smoldered on the upper floors of 
Nos. 81 and 33 Thomas-street all day yesterday, 
and an engine was at work entinguishing the 
sullen embers. From the holes which had been 
cut in the flooring miniature Niagaras were fall- 
ing, and the clerks and customers of Van Volk- 
enburgh & Leavitt wandered through the 
lower floors carrying umbrellas for protection. 
The cellars were filled several feet deep with 
water.

BALTIMORE, April 30.—Either sauerkraut 
or pork, of both of which the family of Mrs. 
Catherine Friese, of this city, ate heartily, has 
poisoned them. Charles Friese, her son, is dead 
from the effects of the poison, and her four 


daughters, Annie Drenel, (married,) Minnie, 
Aggie, and Mary, are still very ill.
